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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


At the last meeting of the Kings County 
Pharmaceutical Society it was decided to 
have the postal card advertisements con- 
cerning National Formulary preparations 
mailed direct to the physicians by the society, instead of having 
them mailed as heretofore by individual pharmacists. This step 
was rendered necessary by the failure of the pharmacists to take 
advantage of the extremely liberal proposition made by the 
that the society would furnish to individual 
any desired number,

society—namely : 
pharmacists, whether members or not, 
within reasonable limits, of the printed postal cards upon receipt 
of 2 cents, or 4 cents, as might be required, to pay the cost of 
forwarding the cards. Each of the cards is a regulation, postage 
paid post card, so that the individual pharmacist obtained 
through this means advertising without even paying the expense 
of postage. It is such inexplicable inertia on the part of phar- 
macists which accounts in large measure for the commercial 
failures in the retail drug trade. " Until this inertia can be over- 
come, until the druggist can be taught to avail himself of every 
possible advertising opportunity, he cannot be lifted out of the 
commercial slough of despond into which he has fallen. 


As one Wilson comes as President of the 

Ave atque Vale United States another Wilson departs as 
Wilson Secretary of Agriculture. The Swan Song 

of the departing Wilson makes its appear- 

ance in his report as Secretary of the Department of Agriculture 
for 1912. He frankly recognizes the fact that his long term of 
office is drawing to a close and takes occasion to review as a 
whole the record of his sixteen years of service in the depart- 
ment, and a wonderful record it is, covering the widest diversity 
of interests and touching at many points the welfare of the citizen, 
his health, his prosperity, his comfort and his happiness. In 1897 
when Secretary Wilson took his place in the cabinet there were 
but 2,444 persons on the payroll in the department. He leaves 
with a payroll of 13,858. Then only 20 persons were employed 
in the Bureau of Chemistry, now there are 546. Then the annual 
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budget was about $3,273,000; for. 1913 the budget amounts to 
$24,743,000. We think that the venerable Secretary is within the 
limits of becoming modesty when he estimates that during the 
sixteen years in which he has administered the affairs of the 
department the appropriations expended under his direction 
have been returned tenfold to the nation. The activities of the 
department have spread into a hundred directions not included 
in its work when “Tama Jim” first assumed charge of it. 
From the druggist’s point of view the most important change 
has been the enactment of the food and drugs act imposing on 
the Department of Agriculture the duty of enforcing that act. 
The year 1906 ushered in a stormy period in the history of the 
drug trade, as well as in the history of the department. Much 
friction was developed both within and without the department, 
which finally led to the retirement of Dr. Wiley. But in spite of 
these latter-day troubles Mr. Wilson’s administration has on the 
whole been a broadly constructive one and he leaves behind 
him many achievements to which he can point with just pride. 
If he has outlived his usefulness as the chief of this important 
department, he has certainly served his country long past the 
period of time when most men seek leisure and retirement. 


The druggist who is satisfied with what 
Marking Time business he is getting and who does not 
realize the necessity for everlastingly 
striving for new customers and new trade will find eventually 
that he cannot stand still and mark time without letting his 
competitors get by him and leave him far behind in the race. 
It is hard work to keep moving ahead. There are plenty of times 
when it seems as if the business would keep up its momentum 
without any special effort and there are also plenty of times 
when it seems as if no amount of work would bring in any new 
trade. But, no matter what seems, the facts are that when the 
effort stops, when the onward movement ceases, the business 
slows down and in effect goes backward, for there will always be 
others that will not slow down but that willl keep pushing along. 
Marking time is dangerous pastime for any business man. It 
is more dangerous for the druggist than for some others because 
there are more people after the druggist’s business than there 
are after the business of some other stores.

The 
story is told of a man who happened into a 


too clean; but it is possible for your dis- 


downtown drug store, and found a boy of about fifteen in 
charge. He was busily engaged in polishing up the glasses at 
the fountain. The customer asked if they served hot chocolate. 
The boy bit off a short “Yep” and continued his polishing. 
“May I have some?” “Yep”; more polishing. “May I have it 
now?” He looked up in surprise, took the man in from head to 
foot, and answered, “Sure, Mike”—finished his polishing and 
finally served a strange mixture that would have been more 
properly named had it been called dish water. This may seem 
a bit exaggerated; but it is not. It is not only the boys who 
when customers come into the store act as though they were 
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disturbed, and as though the customers were a nuisance for in- 
terrupting such an important duty as cleaning. Cleaning must 
be done; every dispenser knows that it takes longer to accom- 
plish the cleaning if he is interrupted very often at his duties. 
However, that is a part of the game. The first business is to 
serve the customers in an acceptable manner. Some of us have 
washed our hands a good many times so as to give clean service 
We have done it quickly to give good service. Where the busi- 
ness is sufficient to warrant it, it is a good plan to have two at 
the counter during cleaning hours, especially when it is time to 
polish the silverware. No man can do that work and keep his 
hands in condition to serve customers. There is such a thing 
as expecting too much from a clerk, but an impudent clerk is 
worse than no clerk. A man unserved, may come again; a man 
insulted and driven away, will stay away. 


ALSBERG TO SUCCEED WILEY 


RESIDENT TAFT has determined to appoint Dr. Carl Als- 
berg, of the poisonous plant division of the bureau of 
chemistry, as successor to Dr. H. W. Wiley, the chief of the 
bureau. There has been a great indisposition to believe that 
any such step would be taken, inasmuch as it was felt that Dr. 
Alsberg, whatever his scientific attainments, would not be a suit- 
able man for the place, owing to lack of executive experience and 
for other similar reasons. The position is one which, as is gener- 
ally admitted, demands a man of large observation and power of 
dealing with other men, and, while Dr. Alsberg may develop these 
qualifications, it is by no means certain thus far that he will be 
able to do so. 


HE reason assigned by department officials, when talking 
frankly, for the appointment determined upon, is that Sec- 
retary Wilson was resolved not to give the place to any one 
who had been affiliated with Dr. H. W. Wiley or had accepted 
his views in any degree. This at once shut out the vast major- 
ity of the well-known men in sight for the appointment. On the 
other hand, it -was not felt that the administration could afford 
to name one of the individuals who were distinctly recognized 
as having been affiliated with the other side of the food contro- 
versy, as that would be too much of a “give-away.” Moreover, 
none of those who have been prominently mentioned in that con- 
nection was altogether willing to take the place, as it is well rec- 
ognized that Woodrow Wilson will undoubtedly drop a man who 
attempts to play fast and loose with the food and drugs act in 
the way that Secretary Wilson and his kitchen cabinet have fol- 
lowed. This made the question of filling the place a difficult 
one, and the appointment of Dr. Alsberg, if finally ratified, will 
be simply a complimentary nomination intended to fill the vacant 
“job” for a few months, on the theory that if Mr. Wilson makes 
a change he will merely put Dr. Alsberg back into his old place, 
or, at all events, it would be a great aid to the latter to have 
had the chance of heading the bureau for a few months. Of 
course, if he proves an ideal administrator, it is not supposed 
that the new administration would necessarily make any change. 
This is the situation as viewed by the well informed in Wash- 
ington. 
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TARIFF REVISION PLANS 

HE Committee on Ways and Means of the House of Repre- 
sentatives at a lengthy session on December 9 decided to 
hold tariff hearings beginning early in January, and to cover 
practically the whole of the tariff before the series was brought 
to a close. While no time was set for the giving of testimony 
on each of the several schedules there was a disposition to take 
them up in the alphabetical order in which they occur in the 
present tariff law. This would put the drugs and chemicals to 
the front and would practically guarantee early action by the 

committee in the consideration of that schedule. 


T is an open secret that while the Committee on Ways and 
Means is disposed to stick very closely to what has already 
been done on wool, cotton and steel there is a disposition to 
change the position that was taken with respect to drugs and 
chemicals. It was felt at the time that this schedule, although 
worked out under scientifi® advice, had been put into a form 
that was not altogether acceptable to the leading members of the 
party in all respects. This was especially the case with the 
section referring to raw materials for use in the chemical in- 
dustry. The bill taxed these rather heavily, even transferring 
to the dutiable list a number of items that had previously been 
on the free list.

There was severe criticism of this action on 


harmony with the past policy of the party, while others were 
loud in their denunciation of it from the standpoint of the 
manufacturer. The latter point of view was taken by the Re- 
publican members in a very vigorous fashion. It is in respect 
to raw materials that the greatest changes are likely to be 
As for drugs and medicines the decided disposition both 


was and is to keep them down to the very ‘owest possible fig-

ure consistent with the getting of a moderate revenue and to 
place as many as practicable on the free list. Both these lines of 
policy will undoubtedly be followed in such measure as may be 
prepared for the amendment of the chemical schedule. An effort 
will, however, be made to retain the general outlines of the bill 
of last year. 


HE present intention is not to invite any particular persons 

to testify on this schedule, but to leave the field open to 
those who may be disposed to appear and voluntarily give their 
testimony Of course, it is recognized that this may omit a good 
many desirable men who would otherwise be heard from, but 
it is also believed that the method in question is about the only 
way of getting testimony that is not open to the charge of 
favoritism in the summoning of those who are to offer it. Those 
who have expert knowledge and decided views on the subject 
would therefore do well to volunteer to appear at the hearings. 


OPIUM LEGISLATION 


HE opium question has been actively taken up by both Presi- 
dent Taft and Secretary MacVeagh in the effort to obtain 

from Congress legislation designed to correct the evils in con- 
nection with the sale of narcotics, which are now understood to 
exist practically throughout the United States. Apparently there 
is to be a strong attempt on the part of the executive department 
during the current winter to secure the legislation which was 
unsuccessfully sought last year and which is understood to be 
considered necessary by nearly all the authorities on the sub-

ject. It has been pretty fully recognized now that the attempt 
of the agent of the State Department to get this bill enacted 
will not be likely to succeed unless he is supported by the Presi- 


dent and administration generally. This accounts for the early 


activity with which the subject has been attacked in the effort 
to secure legislaticn prior to the closing of the present admin- 


istration. 


RESIDENT TAFT refers to the subject as follows in the 
message he sent to Congress on December 2: 

In my message on foreign relations communicated to the 
two Houses of Congress December 7, 1911, I called especial at- 
tention to the assembling of the Opium Conference at The 
Hague, te the fact that that conference was to review all perti- 
nent municipal laws relating to the opium and allied evils, and 
certainty all international rules regarding these evils, and to the 
fact that it seemed to me most essential that the Congress should 
take immediate action on the anti-narcotic legislation before the 
Congress, to which I had previously called attention by a special 
message. 

The international convention adopted by the conference con- 
forms almost entirely to the principles contained in the proposed 
anti-narcotic legislation which has been before the last two Con- 
gresses. It was most unfortunate that this government, having 
taken the initiative in the international action which eventuated 
in the important international opium convention, failed to do its 
share in the great work by neglecting to pass the necessary 
legislation to correct the deplorable narcotic evil in the United 
States as well as to redeem international pledges upon which it 
entered by virtue of the above-mentioned convention. The Con- 
gress at its present session should enact into law those bills now 
before it which have been so carefully drawn up in collaboration 
between the Department of State and the other executive de- 
partments, and which have behind them not only the moral 
sentiment of the country, but the practical support of all the 
legitimnate trade interests likely to be affected. Since the inter- 
national convention was signed, adherence to it has been made 
by several European states not represented at the conference at 
The Hague and also by seventeen Latin-American republics. 

Secretary MacVeagh in his annual report likewise refers to 
the subject, saying: 

It is of great importance that Congress should give its atten- 
tion to the opium situation in this country, and do at least all 
that has been proposed by the concert of the State and Treasury 
Depariments. The situation is horrible. The smuggling is very 
great, and is carried on by methods and under circumstances 
that make the administration of the law most difficult, inade- 
quate and unpleasant. The situation is even worse than the oleo- 
margarine one. It is extremely demoralizing, and is largely de- 
feating the enlightened policy of the government with respect to 
the opium traffic and to the opium habit—and preventing Amer- 
ica from doing its full share of a great international duty. Much 
consideration has been given to the practical problems by our 
department and the State Department, and the results to date 
have been reported to Congress. With all we can do, and 
much, of course, is being done in the way of repressing and 
punishing the illegal traffic—the policy of the government and 
the wishes of the people cannot be carried out with any degree 
of thoroughness with the laws as they are now. I hope the 
Congress will become actively interested in this opium problem, 
at any rate to the extent of giving to the executive departments 
the aids which have been asked. 


URSUANT to the disposition thus indicated, Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, of the Treasury Department, has had a detailed 
conference with representatives of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association in the effort to get a satisfactory bill mapped 
out for dealing with the opium question. The bill understood 
to have been agreed upon is nearly the same as that which was 
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presented last year and which was then fully reviewed by the 
AMERICAN Druccist. Last session’s bill was based upon the 
measure which had been drafted in the State Department by 
Hamilton Wright, although some important modifications were 
introduced. These, however, related to matters of detail. This 
year there will be a number of others which have been devel- 
oped since the consideration given to the matter at the time 
when the House Committee on Interstate Commerce was work- 
ing on the question of food and drugs legislation. 


T is understood that whatever is done this year, not only on 
the opium question but also on anything affecting drugs, is 
likely to proceed from the Committee on Ways and Means and 
not from the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 
Not only is the latter committee somewhat at war within itself 
owing to the presence of conflicting factions, but it is well un- 
derstood that there is no intention of doing much work in the 
organization this year. The chairman has been called away by 
personal business and is likely to remain away for some time, 
while the members who have been most prominent in connection 
with the food and drug legislation are not likely to be active 
this winter owing to ill health or personal affairs. Consequently 
the expectation is now that important legislation on drugs will 
be deferred to the new session when that is summoned by Presi- 
dent-elect Woodrow Wilson. Mr. Wilson is already firmly com- 
mitted to action on this subject and it may be anticipated that he 
will insist upon the adoption of a comprehensive statute regard- 
ing the food and drugs act. It is not yet certain that this bill 
will be made a law at the special session, although it is likely to 
be framed at that time. The belief is, however, that the enact- 
ment will constitute an important feature of the work of the first 
regular session of the new Democratic Congress. 


BUYING ADVERTISING 


pete we buy advertising, sometimes we buy space, 

and more often we buy experience, says a writer in Print- 
ers’ Ink. That is true of much of the advertising done by drug- 
gists who do not study the advice and suggestions given by 
advertising experts in the pages of this and other pharmaceu- 
tical journals; in fact, it compels the repetition of the truism 
that the druggist who does not read drug journals is not a 
druggist at all—he is simply a misguided man who is trying to 
make a living with his hands tied behind his back. 


S a rule when a person buys anything that he could get for 
nothing he is either foolish or inexperienced; the only re- 
turn he gets for his money is a lesson in the school of ex- 
perience. Why pay for the lesson dearly when it can be had 
for nothing more than a few minutes’ time taken to read what 
other men have done and are doing? Read your trade papers, 
not only the news matter, but the advertisements; note how 
others advertise, and what is more important, watch the adver- 
tisements closely to see how you yourself can make money. 


F the druggists of this great United States (or these, if you 
prefer) realized the care and pains taken by the editors of 
their pharmaceutical journals to help them the subscription of- 
fices would be swamped. Why cannot they help themselves by 
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reading the advertising pages as well as “pure reading matter”? 
There’s many a lesson to be learned, many a hint that will lead 
to profit, and the only loss is to the man who does not read 


them. 


ALLEGED ADULTERATION 

: the AMERICAN Druccist for October we pointed out the 

injustice perpetrated by the Government in the publication 
of the notices of judgment under the food and drugs act. We 
directed attention to the fact that the only difference in the 
headings used for notices of convictions and for those of ac- 
quittals was in the introduction of the word “alleged” in the 
headline of the notices where the charges brought were dis- 
proved. Where a man had been accused, for instance, and con- 
victed of adulteration and misbranding the heading would read 
“Notice of Judgment No..... Adulteration and misbranding 
of raspberry fruit juice and strawberry fruit juice.” Where the 
charges were not proven and the defendant was acquitted the 
notice would read, ‘““Notice of Judgment No..... Alleged adul- 
teration and misbranding of raspberry fruit juice and strawberry 
fruit juice.” The only difference between the two headings is 
that where the defendant is acquitted the word alleged is in- 
troduced. As pointed out in our October number editorially 
this use of the word “alleged” has no sanction from a lexico- 
graphical point of view and its use in this wise shows a lack of 
knowledge of the King’s English. 


HEN that editorial was written we were not aware of the 


fact that attention had already been drawn to the subject 
by the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, which adopted 
resolutions at the Dallas meeting, in November, 1910, reading 
as follows: 

Resolved, That the incoming committee on legislation be in- 
structed to take such steps as will bring about at an early date 
the abolition of the improper use of the words “adulteration” 
and “adulterated” in the publication of the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection, as mentioned at length in the committee’s report. 

Resolved, That the incoming committee on legis!ation be in- 
structed to look into the possibility of having the notices of 
judgment in cases in which the defendant is not proven guilty 
published in a form different from that in cases in which he is 
convicted, or that where the defendant is found to be innocent 
no public notice be issued. 


INCE the publication of the editorial article in our October 
number the matter has received attention in an address. 
delivered by Thomas B. Lennen at the recent Chicago meeting 
of the American Specialty Manufacturers’ Association. The 
following excerpts from Mr. Lennen’s address are of interest as 
presenting the manufacturers’ views: 

Some of the notices of judgment published by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are so worded as to convey the impression 
to the ordinary reader casually glancing at them that the firm 
mentioned in the notice of judgment has been convicted of a 
violation of the national food law, when the fact is that, instead 
of being convicted, the firm has actually been acquitted. The 
reader does not learn this fact unless he reads the notice care- 
fully and reads it all the way through. Sometimes the most 
prominent part of the notice, and that part which immediately 
attracts the eye, is either worded with an absolutely false state- 
ment regarding the outcome of the case, or is headed with a 
statement made in words that are equivocal and easily capable: 
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of being misconstrued, to the detriment of the person or firm 
referred to in the notice. For instance, there have been a num- 
ber of notices of judgment issued under the following circum- 
stances: Manufacturers charged with having shipped misbrand- 
ed food have not been tried and the court has found that such 
foods were not misbranded. Yet the notices relating to those 
shipments have been headed in conspicuous words “Mis- 
branding,” etc. Firms accused of having shipped adulterated 
and misbranded food and acquitted of such charges have been 
referred to in notices headed ‘“Adulteration and Misbranding 
of,” etc. In fact, in no case where a manufacturer has been ac- 
quitted does the notice indicate that fact plainly in its most con- 
spicuous part. For instance, in the notices published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture of cases where the manufacturers have 
been acquitted of misbranding food such notices are headed 
“Alleged Misbranding,” etc. In no cases do the notices indicate 
plainly that the manufacturer has been acquitted unless the whole 
notice is read. Consequently, for this reason alone, and be- 
cause of the great damage that may come to manufacturers 
through the publishing of such notices, trade papers and news- 
papers should refuse to publish them, at least in the form they 
are sent out by the Department of Agriculture. 

Some of the notices of judgment sent out by the Department 
of Agriculture of cases in which manufacturers have been con- 
victed represent the outcome of cases entirely without merit on 
the part of the government. Some of the convictions were se- 
cured through means that in common language would be called 
persecution. Some of the judgments were obtained by forcing 
manufacturers to relitigate cases they had already won in the 
courts, thereby intimidating them to coming to the govern- 
ment’s terms and pleading guilty or refusing to further resist 
the prosecutions of the government. Other notices relate to 
cases where the government has seized goods so far away from 
the home of manufacturers that it would practically bankrupt 
the manufacturer to defend such cases. Some of the notices 
‘because of these reasons simply represent the outcome of cases 
that were not defended properly because the manufacturer was 
either intimidated into refusing to defénd such cases or was placed 
in such a position that to undertake to defend the cases would 
involve him in such expenses as to seriously cripple him finan- 
cially. Newspapers should refuse to publish such notices of 
judgments or to give them any publicity whatever. Newspapers, 
and trade papers especially, are in a certain sense a part of the 
‘business world. Trade papers furthermore are dependent for their 
success largely upon the success of business. Consequently, those 
papers should not lend their assistance to anything which will 
injure business needlessly, and particularly to anything which will 
injure business unjustly. 

For the foregoing reasons, if for no other, newspapers should 
not publish notices of judgments without inquiring into the mer- 
its of the case on which the government has won, and especially 
‘without inquiring carefully into the means used by the govern- 
‘ment to secure the conviction. 


OTH the resolutions adopted by the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association and the views of the manufactur- 
ers as set forth by Mr. Lennen strongly confirm the position 
taken by the AmeriIcAN DruccistT in criticising the form used 
by the government in making public its notices of acquittal. In- 
deed, the suggestion offered by the wholesale druggists, that no 
notices be published at all except in case of conviction, would 
be very much better than the present method of publishing no- 
tices of acquittal which is very nearly as detrimental as would 
be the publication of a notice of conviction. It is to be hoped 
that this agitation will go on until the authorities will be com- 
pelled to take cognizance of the injustice which they are perpe- 
trating and correct their methods, 
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NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE 
HE United States is the last of the great nations to stand 
out for individualism as opposed to collectivism. Up to 
the latter part of the nineteenth century the theory was gen- 
erally accepted that that nation is best governed that is least 
governed. The introduction of the protective tariff was the 
first material departure from this principle. To correct condi- 
tions which were largely the results of this measure a further 
step was taken by the enactment of the Sherman bill, under 
which the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association and the 
National Association of Retail Druggists were enjoined, under 
the Indianapolis decision, from regulating prices of proprietaries. 


AVING, by the establishment of the protective tariff, in- 
terfered in the commercial affairs of the individuals en- 
gaged in trade, our Government is committed to a line of legis- 
lation growing more and more paternalistic and we confidently 
look forward to the time when the entire program of the So- 
cialist party will be adopted, including government ownership 
of public utilities, old age pensions, compulsory employers’ lia- 
bility insurance and health insurance. We made some reference 
in our last issue to employers’ liability insurance, a subject 
which has already been legislated on in several states, and said 
that it is only a question of a few years when every state will 
provide by legal regulation for employers’ liability insurance. 


EALTH insurance, however, seems still a long way off. 
But the fact that it has been provided for in Great Britain 
brings the subject forcibly to our attention, for our laws and in- 
stitutions are very closely allied to those of Great Britain. In 
central Europe compulsory health insurance has been in force 
for many years, but owing to the essential differences between 
the political organization of the Continental European nations 
and that of the United States, we have not felt much interest 
in the solution of a problem we did not expect to be called on 
to solve. Now that Great Britain has taken up health insurance 
we are compelled to regard it as a problem which we, too, must 
at some future date find a solution for. Not long since we pre- 
sented a summary of the conditions in Great Britain, where the 
enactment of a compulsory health insurance law has brought 
on a conflict between the government and the medical profes- 
sion. The doctors threaten to “strike” unless a larger fee is 
paid them, and they also ask authority to dispense their own 
medicines if they desire to do so. The government, however, 
wisely, we think, is firm in its determination to divorce the prac- 
tice of medicine under the act from dispensing and asserts that 
the fees named for medical attendance are adequate, having been 
established after a thorough actuarial study of the fees paid by 
sick benefit societies. The physicians make out a strong case, 
however, against the government as to the fee to be paid. Ac- 
cording to an estimate published in the New York Medical 
Journal the greatest income which a physician could earn under 
the schedule, devoting his entire time to the service, would be 
$1,750 a year. 


T is only a question of time when some form of health in- 

surance will be taken up in the United States, and it there- 

fore behooves the pharmacists of America to watch closely the 
working of the law in Great Britain. 
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PENNSYLVANIA’S POISON 
LAWS INADEQUATE 


RECENT decision by a magistrate in the city of Philadel- 

phia has proved how inadequate the present laws of the 
State of Pennsylvania are in controlling the traffic in narcotic 
drugs. The ruling of this magistrate was that the sale of 
opium in Pennsylvania is not illegal, provided the amount sold 
was not sufficient to cause death or if Section 10 of the Act to 
Regulate Pharmacy, etc., was fully complied with. This section 
of the law defines a poison as any substance that is liable to be 
destructive to human life in doses of sixty grains, or less, and 
provides for the proper labeling and registration of substances 
There seems to be a big loophole for eva-

sion in the sale of opium and its derivatives. 
gent law regulating the sale of cocaine, its salts or derivatives 
which was recently enacted by the Pennsylvania legislature, 
but in spite of the efforts of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical 
Association a new law that would have adequately guarded the 
sale of poisons failed of passage at recent sessions of the state 
legislature. 


HE ruling of the magistrate in a case where three Chinese 
were discharged when held for selling opium was that the 
word opium referring to the sale or use of the drug did not 
appear in the prohibitive act now on the statute books. It is 
still possible under existing laws to prosecute any person sell- 
ing drugs in sufficient amount to cause death unless all the legal 
requirements are complied with, but the present situation is very 
unsatisfactory. Evasions of the law through technicalities seem 
very probable, now that the weakness of the present law has 
been exposed by a shrewd lawyer, and not only local druggists 
but the newspapers as well have taken up the matter, and re- 
newed efforts will be made to have an adequate anti-narcotic 
sale law passed by the legislature, which will meet in January 
next. 


A CHAIR OF POLITENESS 

3 OW that I am getting older every day and my children 

are grown up and capable of taking care of themselves,” 
said a man whose name is known to pharmacists throughout the 
world, “I am giving serious thought as to how I can best help 
the coming generation of druggists by putting to the best use 
some of the money I have earned by my own work. It might 
sound funny, but I am seriously thinking of endowing a chair 
of politeness in some college of pharmacy, with the hope that 
the idea will spread to other colleges as well and that our future 
pharmacists will be taught that politeness, courtesy and good 
manners are just as valuable in a business career as a knowledge 
of materia medica.” Continuing he said: “Our colleges of 
pharmacy are now teaching embryo druggists how to figure their 
cost accounts to the last fraction, how to decorate windows, 
how to advertise, and even how to run the soda fountain profit- 
ably. but, judging by some experiences I have had lately either 
the young men never had home training in those first essentials 
of a professional man and gentleman, politeness and good 
manners, or this important part of their training was overlooked 
in the endeavor to cram their minds with the latest developments 
of science. My own belief is that the true pharmacist is one 
who can extract the milk of human kindness from life and

give it pure and undiluted to those who come to him for help 
and comfort; and, as you may have noticed from advertise- 
ments, pure, guaranteed milk always sells for a higher price than 
the ordinary kind.” 


O some this may seem like nonsense—but is it? What 
makes the working parts of a great engine move easily and 
silently? A lubricant, grease or oil, preventing friction and 
wear of the moving parts, and courtesy, politeness and good 
manners are the lubricants of life and business. The man 
quoted was serious in his statement, he knew that he had named 
one of the chief causes for failure and drifting around from 
place to place by young men because he had, class after class of 
young men under him and had seen many times how discourtesy, 
bad manners and lack of the essentials of true politeness had 
spoiled the chances of a brilliant man. More flies can be caught 
with molasses than with vinegar, and there are few semi- 
professional business callings in which this is more true than 
when applied to the druggist. 


HAT is it that has caused our young folks to look upon 
good manners and courtesy as out of date? Is it the 
rush of events when things happen so swiftly that one has 
scarcely time to digest one bit of news when a new and more 
thrilling event occurs and is so startling that yesterday’s hap- 
penings are forgotten? Is it our civilization with telephones, 
wireless messages, -flying machines and what not that does not 
give one time to think of the finer things of life? We are living 
at a rapid pace, but as the noted pharmacist quoted said: “Every- 
body, even druggists, have time to be polite.’”’ Politeness does 
not consist of servility or truckling to a customer's whims; it 
is better and higher; it means that the polite man is a gentle- 
man, a man who is so sure of himself that he can meet all 
people on an equal footing and serve them without loss of 
self respect or loss of their respect. 


i is somewhat too sweeping an indictment against the 
younger generation of druggists to say that they are not 
polite; most of them are, and only the druggist knows what 
trials of patience and temper come to him in his business. 
that would make the average man lose his temper a dozen times 
a day. Still, it seems that the tendency of the day is to brusque- 
ness, curt dealing and quick selling, things well enough in a big 
department store but out of place in the drug store. The drug 
store and the druggist are different from other stores and 
other merchants. The relations between the druggist and his 
customer are chiefly based on confidence even in such a commer- 
cial transaction as serving a glass of soda water, and to retain 
this confidence the druggist must first of all be a gentleman 
in his intercourse with customers. Nothing impresses the casual 
customer dropping into a drug store more than a quiet, well 
bred, well informed manner on the part of the proprietor or 
clerk who serves him, and nothing creates a worse impression 
than flippancy or coarse manners. Politeness, courtesy and 
good manners are the best asset a young man, or an old one for 
that matter, can have, and they will help one far on the road 
to success. Probably the old professor’s idea of a “Chair of 
Politeness” is not so far wrong, after all; it certainly seems 
to be needed. We cannot help being born, but even if not born 
gentlemen we can make gentlemen of ourselves from the raw 


material given us. 
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The Condition of Pharmacy in Greece 


BY PROF. A. K. DAMBERGIS, D.SC. 


Author of the Greek Pharmacopoeia, New Remedies, Etc., and Professor of Pharmaceutical Chemistry 
in the University of Athens 


HE number of pharmacies in Greece is regulated in accord- 
ance with the number of inhabitants. In communities hav- 

ing 3,000 to 6,000 inhabitants two pharmacies may be established. 
In cities having a population of between 6,000 and 30,000 the law 
permits the establishment of one 
pharmacy for each 3,000 inhabi- 
tants, but in all cities having a 
population above 30,000 only one 
pharmacy is allowed for each 
4,000 of the populatior. The total 
population of Greece amounts to 
2,433,806, and there are 398 phar- 
macies, or one pharmacy for 
every 6,115 inhabitants. How- 
ever, this relation has not been 
adhered to throughout the entire 
country. The establishment of a 
new pharmacy is not permitted 
except after due notice to the 
secretary of the Sanitary Council 
and a favorable decision by the

Greek pharmacists fit up their 
stores with much elegance. Ordinarily the fittings of a phar- 
macy will cost from 8,000 to 50,000 francs, but occasionally, 
though rarely, as much as 100,000 francs are expended in fitting 
up a store. 

Medicines are sold in exact accordance with the official sched- 
ule of the prices, which is revised every three years under the 
authority of the Minister of the Interior. 

For a long time the profession ef pharmacy in Greece was 
a lucrative one, but unhappily for the pharmacists a number of 
“drogueries” or drug stores have been established of late by 
uneducated men, and under the influence of competition from 
these men the schedule of prices has been much lowered. Phar- 
macists have thus been brought into competition with untrained 
men who deal in drugs merely as so much merchandise. 1 have 
been striving for some time past to cure this unhappy condition 
and have proposed to the Greek Chamber of Deputies the passage 
of a law forbidding the establishment of additional drug stores 
hereafter, which will lead to the gradual disappearance of the 
existing stores as their owners die off and cause the trade in 
drugs to revert to the pharmacists. In this way the position of 
the pharmacists in the competition between the pharmacists and 
the druggists, in which the pharmacists unhappily now have 
much the worst of it, would be greatly improved. 

Pharmicists have been until now required to study three years 
at the University of Athens and to have had a bachelor’s degree 
before matriculation in the school of pharmacy. The subjects 
covered in the pharmaceutical curriculum include chemistry, 
physics, botany, zoology, mineralogy, pharmaceutical chemistry, 
pharmacology and toxicology. 

After the reorganization of the University curriculum, which 
is going on during the current academic year, additional courses 
of study will be required of pharmaceutical students in accord- 
ance with suggestions offered by me, making a total of four years, 
and including three additional studies, namely, microbiology, hy- 
giene, and first aid. In addition to the subjects named above 
the students are required to take laboratory courses in botany, 
zoology, physics, and mineralogy, for one year and pharma- 
cology for two years. They are also required to carry on labora- 
tory work in pharmaceutical chemistry for three years and to 
take one year’s laboratory work in microbiology, hygiene, and 
toxicology. 














Those who have completed this course of study may receive 


the degree of Doctor on submission of a thesis on pharma- ~ 


ceutical chemistry or on microbiology. The diploma of a phar- 
macist does not confer the right to practise his profession, but 
he is obliged by law, after having obtained his diploma to work 
in a pharmacy for six months, and he is also expected to devote 
a time equal to one year to practice in pharmacy during the 
four vacations which occur during the school term and then 
to undergo an examination before the Sanitary Council on prac- 
tical pharmacy as carried on in Greece. 

Generally there are from fifty to sixty students of pharmacy 
at the University. During the past few years a majority of 
those who have finished their course of study have gone to 
Egypt and Turkey to exercise their profession. Among the stu- 
dents of pharmacy for some years past have been several 
women, six being in the present class. Five have already re- 
ceived diplomas. 


PROFESSOR DAMBERGIS 
AND HIS PHARMACY 


Anastasius K. Dambergis, Professor of Pharmacy in the 
University of Athens, Greece, the author of the above article, 
was born in Greece in 1857 and completed his studies in Ger- 
many under Bunsen and Hofmann. Under Bunsen he made 
a special study of spectrum analysis, the analysis of gas, of 
mineral water, and the separation of the rarer earth, earning 
the degree of Doctor in Chemical Science. After receiving his 
degree he attended the University of Berlin, where in collabora- 
tion with Doctor Gabriel, the professor of chemistry in the 
University, he did some work on synthetic chemistry, which 
was published in the Aristo. 


On returning to Greece he was made professor of chemistry 
in the military school, which post he held for ten years, and for 
six years of this time also occupied the chair of chemistry in 
the naval school. In both these schools he installed complete 
chemical laboratories, which are still giving excellent service to 
the naval and military establishments of Greece. 

In the course of his work as professor in these schools he 
delivered a series of very instructive lectures on explosives, 
which has been published, forming, we believe, the only work 
on this subject in the Greek language. 

In 1887 he was given supervision, under the Minister of 
Finance, of the Department of Mines, of the Custom House, 
and of the monopolies of tobacco and alcohol. He fulfilled these 
duties to the complete satisfaction of the government, and on 
the retirement of the minister in 1892 was made professor of 
pharmaceutical chemistry in the national university and a mem- 
ber of the Medical Council. In this latter capacity he has pro- 
posed various laws and regulations for the betterment of phar- 
macy and for the conservation of the health and welfare of the 
public, and particularly of factory employees. In 1894 he repre- 
sented the Greek Government at the Scientific Congress in Brus- 
sels, where he was elected president of the section on agricul- 
tural chemistry and presented an essay on the tobaccos of 
Greece. : 

In 1908 he published a work of 500 pages on new remedies 
and also prepared and published the Greek Pharmacopeeia, a 
volume of 1200 pages, which was accepted by the government 
and made the national pharmacopceia of Greece. He has also 
published a number of contributions to contemporary pharma- 
ceutical and chemical literature. He is an honorary member 
of the School of Pharmacy of Brixton, of the Societies of 
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Biological Chemistry and of Arts and Letters of London. He 
is an officer of the Order of the Saviour of Greece and a com- 
mander in the order of the Crown of Italy. 


A STRICTLY PROFESSIONAL PHARMACY 
IN GREECE 


Doctor Dambergis owns and directs the very handsome phar- 
macy known as the University Pharmacy, in Athens. The 
pharmacy occupies the two lower floors in a handsome building 
located in the most attractive section of modern Athens, oppo- 
site the National Library, and near the University of Athens 
and the Academy of Greece, these three being the largest and 
most beautiful of the modern buildings in the city. 

In Fig. 1 of the accompanying illustrations Professor Dam- 
bergris is shown seated 
at his desk. In the wall 
cases at his back are a 
number of the specialties 
of the pharmacy, and at 
his left hanging against 
the wall is the painting 
of Jesus as a pharmacist 
by Doctor Hellmann. 

The counter as well as 
the cupboards, shelving, 
and other fixtures are 
made from American tu- 
lip. The very attractive 
made in 
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A winding staircase leads from the laboratories on the first 
floor to the upper room. The tables, closets, sink, etc., in this 
laboratory are all made in accordance with the most modern 
methods and are kept in a most neat and orderly manner. In 
these laboratories the more scientific work is carried on, includ- 
ing chemical analyses of all kinds, such as analyses of 
urine, of gastric juice, of milk, of foods, minerals, metals, 
paints, etc. Pathological and microscopical examinations of 
blood, sputum, pathological specimens, skin, hair, etc., are also 
made, as well as organoscopic examinations with the sphygmo- 
graph, sphygmomanometer, cardiograph, pneumonograph, dyna- 
mometograph. Actinoscopy and actinography are carried out 
through the medium of the Roentgen and radium rays. 

In the shop proper there are three registered pharmacists 
who either prepare or examine all the chemical products which 
are used. There are also 
in addition to these regis- 
tered men a cashier, two 
assistants, and a treasurer. 

Associated with Pro- 
fessor Dambergis in the 
conduct of the scientific 
work of this very impor- 
tant institution are Dr. 
Telemachus Kamnenos, 
instructor in the Univer- 
sity and a co-author with 
Professor Dambergis of 
a work on the examina-

In the department for 
disinfection and steriliza- 
tion ample provision is 
made for the disinfection 
of medicines, instruments, 
and surgical dressings in 
accordance with the latest 
advances in bacteriological 
science. This equipment 
consists of a large auto- 
clave and a disinfecting 
apparatus in which for- 
maldehyde is generated, 
in accordance with the 
method of the Austrian 
Pharmacopeia. In this 
department there is also 
a large hot air drying closet and a refrigerator for serums. 

The still and the oxygen plant are on the ground floor in 
the rear. The continuous acting water still has proved very suc- 
cessful. The gasometer for oxygen is so large that one could 
hardly find room for it in the ordinary drug store. It has a 
capacity of about 350 liters and was made according to plans 
drawn by Professor Dambergis himself. It requires about half 
an hour to fill it and when filled it will supply ten large oxygen 
tanks. Between the laboratories in the rear on the ground floor 
and the shop proper is a laboratory for the preparation of infu- 
sions, decoctions, etc., and a sink for washing utensils such as 
are used at the prescription counter.

Solutions of Zinc Chloride 


The use of this salt having become common of late, the re- 
sults of experiments made by P. Wiskirchen may be of interest. 
It was found that when zinc chloride was added to or dissolved 
in cold water there was always a precipitate of the subsalt, an 
oxychloride, but if the solution is made with hot water, or if 
the dilution of a concentrated solution is made with hot water, 
no decomposition results and the mixture remains clear. 
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‘SOME SEASONABLE FORMULAS 


By a RetirED DruccIsT. 


N looking over one’s old notebooks valuable formulas that 
have been displaced in popular practice by newer remedies 
are often found, and with a little study these formulas can be 
so changed as to produce what are now called elegant remedies, 
that is, preparations that look pretty and taste good. Without 
sacrificing any of the therapeutic effect of the ingredients palata- 
ble and efficient cough syrups can be made by any of the several 
recipes given, which have the merit of not containing opium or 
morphine except in minute amounts from the camphorated 
tincture of opium used. 
Paregoric can be omitted and all opium thus avoided. An 
equivalent proportion of oil of anise and camphor can be used 
instead, these really being the chief active elements. Other 
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a menstruum of 25 percent. alcohol and pack lightly in a per- 
colator. After four or five hours start percolation with 8 fluid- 
ounces of 25 percent. alcohol to which the fluidextract of cubebs 
has been added and percolate slowly, with addition of sufficient 
menstruum, until 10 fluidounces of percolate have been ob- 
tained, which should be clear. Dissolve 4% ounce of ammonium 
chloride in this percolate and % pound of sugar, lastly adding 
the chloroform and enough syrup, if necessary, to make 16 fluid- 
ounces. This cough syrup contains no opium and very little 
alcohol, practically less than 2 ourices in a pint. The dose is a 
teaspoontul for adults and less for children, as to age.

These are the active ingredients for making two pints of 
cough syrup. parts can be taken in making large quantities. The 
following is the procedure: Mix the fluidextracts with 4 ounces 
of water, shake thoroughly and filter through talc or calcium 
phosphate until clear, then add 4 fluidounces of glycerin and 
enough thin syrupy glucose or simple syrup to make 32 fluid- 
ounces, adding lastly 2 fluidrams of chloroform This prepara- 
tion is very effective for children and is an excellent remedy for 
whooping cough, croup, etc. The dose should be varied accord- 
ing to age, the adult dose being usually a teaspoonful. The pro- 
portion of opium is so small as to be negligible; the paregoric is 
used chiefly for its flavor and the camphor it contains,

Mix the ground drugs with the tar, distributing it as thor- 
« oughly as possible, then moisten these with the mixture of fluid- 
extract of ipecac and the tincturé of tolu; pack in a percolator 
and let stand for several hours. Percolate with a menstruum of 
25 percent. alcohol until 18 fluidounces of clear percolate have 
been obtained, dissolve 1 ounce of ammonium chloride in this 
percolate and 22 ounces of sugar, to make a thick, heavy syrup, 
finally adding 3 fluidountes of glycerin. If a flavoring is de- 
sired a few drops of bitter almond oil may be added to accen- 
tuate the wild cherry taste. This cough mixture also is free 
from opium and contains but little alcohol. The dose is a tea- 
spoonful for adults every three er four hours, less for children. 
It is an excellent, safe remedy and is different from the usual 
cough syrups.

Dissolve the extract of licorice in the water, heating it to 
about 100° Fahr., then the ammonium chloride, last the sugar. 
This prescription at first glance seems so simple that there 
appears to be little excuse for mentioning it, yet it is one of the 
standard prescriptions for ordinary coughs both in the United 
States and German armies and navies. It has the merit of pro- 
moting expectoration without affecting other functions of the 
body and as it is practically harmless can be used freely. Of 
course if used in excess nausea may be caused. If a sedative 
action is necessary % of a grain of codeine phosphate or sul- 
phate may be added to each fluidram of the mixture, or 1/16 
of a grain of heroin. 
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International Standards for Colored Fluids 


Suggested Plan for Color Standardization by Means of Liquids 
BY H. V. ARNY, Ph.D. 
Professor of Chemistry, New York College of Pharmacy, Columbia University 


The Value of Color 


HAT the color of certain fluids is a distinct factor in pure 
chemistry is evident from the employment of such colori- 
metric tests as that of Wessler, and when we turn to applied 
chemistry we find the color of liquid products of such esthetic 
influence to the consumer as to 
be of vital commercial value 
to the manufacturer. This is the 
philosophy of the use of coloring 
agents in pharmacy and further 
explains the call for uniformity 
in the tint of natural colored 
products. So it is that manufac- 
turers of oils, beer -and whiskey 
seek uniformity in color of their 
products by the use of colori- 
meters. Prof. Felix Ehrlich 
(Zeitschrift Ver Zuckerind 50 
(1909) 746) has advocated inter- 
national standardization of cara- 
mel by the use of the definite 
brown substance, saccharan, which he prepared from sugar. Pro- 
fessor Ehrlich’s effort to establish an international standard for 
caramel is the partial expression of a still broader need of inter- 
national uniformity of colors, this need being fittingly expressed 
by Hans Moeller at the International Pharmaceutical Congress 
of 1910 (Berichte der Deutschen Pharmazeutischen Gesellschaft, 
10 (1910) 358), as follows: 
“Ein neues Gebiet, auf dem—meiner Meinung nach—jetzt 


internationale Regeln fest gesetz werden solten is zweifelsohn 
das der exakten Farben bestimmungen.” 


The subject was brought to the writer in his capacity as 
member of the committee on revision of the National Formu- 
lary, there being entrusted to a subcommittee of which he 
was a member the problem of standardizing tincture of caramel 
(saccharum ustum) and tincture of cudbear (persionis) which 
it proposed to recognize in the forthcoming edition of that work. 
It is needless to repeat the numerous and practically fruitless 
efforts toward standardization already reported by the writer 
(AMERICAN DrucGIst 59 (1912) 35) except to say that while 
some of the plans tried out were satisfactory, each possessed 
the insuperable objections of uncertainty of strength or insta- 
bility of tint. So it was that such standards for cudbear as 
stained glass, alkaline phenolphthaline solution and solution of 
commercial orcein, and such for caramel as amber glass and 
carefully prepared burnt sugar solution were abandoned, and 
after experimentation with tintometers the following simple, 
accurate and inexpensive method was devised:

Suggested Basis of Standardization 


From the Lovibond tintometer with its blendings of red, 
yellow and blue glass slides, it was a simple step to the mixing 
of standard and stable red, yellow and blue solutions and of the 
chemical solutions adopted, because of stability and comparative 
ease of standardization were slightly acidulated solutions of 
cobalt chloride, ferric chloride and cupric sulphate. Since start- 
ing the work, examination of the literature has shown that 
Hazen (American Chemical Journal 14 (1892) 300) prepared 
diluted water-testing solutions from potasso-platinic chloride 
and cobalt chloride, and that Crookes, Olding and Tidy 
(Chemical News 43 (1881) 174) used for similar water-testing 
purposes a ferric chloride-cobalt chloride solution in conjunc- 
tion with a cupric sulphate solution, the two solutions operated

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in two wedge-shaped flasks. But in both of these plans empiric 
solutions were employed and for the limited scope of matching 
colors of water samples, whereas the investigation here re- 
corded standardized volumetric solutions were used and the wide 
range of hues here exhibited are produced. 


Operation 


For the blending half-normal volumetric solutions based on 
the atomic weights of 1912 were employed. 

Standard red contains 14.74 Gm. cobalt to the liter. 

Standard yellow contains 9.308 Gm. ferric iron to the liter. 

Standard blue contains 15.8925 Gm. copper to the liter. 

Three sets of these standard red, yellow and blue solutions 
have thus far been prepared. The first set was unacidulated 
and empirically prepared by dissolving the exact molecular pro- 
portiea of C.°P. crystalline chemicals, ferric alum, cobalt chlo- 
ride and cupric sulphate in water to a half-normal solution; 
but as the iron solution, either alone or in combination with 
the cobalt or copper solution, precipitated after standing a few 
weeks, slight acidulation was necessary to secure permanent 
solutions and to aid uniformity, all the colored solutions were 
subsequently prepared with a fluid consisting of 25 Cc. of 31 
percent. hydrochloric acid and 975 Cc. of water; while for the 
iron solution, ferric chloride was substituted for ferric alum. 

While the addition of the small amount of acid did not affect 
the tint of the cobalt or copper solution, it of course changed 
materially the color of the ferric solution, and hence the blends 
of the three solutions. In passing, it might be said that the 
blending of neutral solutions strongly pointed to the interesting 
fact that equal volumes of equimolecular solutions of ferric 
iron, copper and cobalt give a practically colorless fluid corre- 
sponding closely with the “neutral tint” of Lovibond. (Meas- 
urement of Light and Color Sensations, p. 31.) 

As will be noted below, when acid is added to the three 
solutions the color preponderance is so affected that the neutral 
gray tint is found in a blending of red 5, yellow 2 and blue 5, 
the mixture of equal parts of the three solutions being dis- 
tinctly yellow. The other two sets of red, yellow and blue solu- 
tions were made strictly half normal, as per specifications given 
below: , 

Red—s9.4965 Gm. COCI,6H,O diluted to 1,000 Cc. with a 
mixture of 25 Cc. 31 percent. HCI and 975 Cc. water. 

Yellow—45.054 Gm. FeCl,6H,O diluted to 1,000 Cc. with a 
mixture of 25 Cc. 31 percent. HCl and 975 Cc. water. 

Blue—62.43 Gm. CuSO,5H,O diluted to 1,000 Cc. with a 
mixture of 25 Cc. 31 percent. HCl and 975 Cc. water. 

Of course, the original solutions were prepared from larger 
amounts of the three salts and were then diluted to the above 
specified half-normal strength with acidulated water, new assays 
being made after each dilution until exact strength was attained. 
The iron solution was standardized volumetrically by the potas- 
sium iodide-thio-sulphate method, while the copper and cobalt 
solutions were assayed gravimetrically. Analytical data as to 
these assays will be published later in a more extended report 
on this line of investigation. 

One of these sets of assayed solutions was prepared from 
Kaulbaum’s C. P. “Analyse” copper sulphate, Kaulbaum’s C. P. 
“Nickel-frei” cobalt chloride and Merck’s “Reagent” ferric 
chloride; while the other set, equally carefully assayed, was 
prepared from the usual C. P. chemicals as found in stock, the 
idea being to see if trifling deviations from absolute purity would 
seriously affect the tint of the mixed solutions. Comparison 
of products of combinations of these two sets of red, yellow 
and green fluids and that as “unknowns” showed no deviation 
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Save in one isolated case out of the 88 hues tried, and this 
very likely was due to some error in mixing. 
The Mixing 

The production of the 88 hues mentioned above from the 
standard red, yellow and blue solutions was the result of mixing 
all possible combinations of the three fluids that would lead to a 
finished volume of 12 Cc. when each fluid was used only in 
cubic centimeter amounts; that is, when fractional parts of the 
cubic centimeter were not selected. As a full list of these 88 
blendings is given below, we need here only mention that the 88 
series of combinations of these fluids to make 12 Cc. was em- 
pirically chosen as a convenient number and that it goes without 
saying that an indefinite number of hues are possible if larger 
volumes are prepared or fractional parts of the cubic centimeter 
are used as bases of mixing. It might also be added that in 
the 88 hues the combinations of any two of the three colors are 
included. The results of these 88 blends are exhibited with this 
and show a range of hues covering the entire spectrum, from 
the red of cobalt chloride solution to the blue of copper sulphate 
solution. This, of course, eliminates the cardinal reds and crim- 
sons and the azures and navy blues. A number of the hues, it 
will be noted, are of a neutral tint, due undoubtedly to the 
absorption of the light ray by the chemicals, under certain con- 
ditions of blending. These “neutrals” will be the subject of 
further study on physical lines. 

For convenience sake the 88 hues have been classified by 
eye into the following tentative groupings: 


The R. Y. B. Hues 


In this tabulation “R” means one-half normal, CO,6H,O; 
“Y” means one-half normal, FeOl,6H,O; and “B” means one- 
half normal, CuSO,5H.O; while in the order from top to bot- 
tom of the columns the sequence of the solar spectrum is 
followed. The interrogation point after some of the blendings 
means a hue which does not fit satisfactorily into the sequence 
and which, however, is not “gray’’ enough to place among the 
neutral tints.

Using the Hues 


It will be seen from the foregoing table that the eighty-eight 
combinations afford an excellent range of tints covering most of 
those required in pharmacy and commerce. The investigation 
has not, as yet, sufficiently progressed to report an extended line 
of color values and in this paper mention will only be made of 
the matching of the two colors entrusted to the writer by the 
National Formulary Committee. 

Before discussing the individual matchings, it might be well 
to say that the writer has found that a very satisfactory way to 
match colored fluids is by use of those oblong flint glass pre- 
scription bottles known in American commerce as “Tall Blakes,” 
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but Nessler tubes give excellent results, and for very accurate 
work the Rowntree Garachty colorimeter is best. Details of this 
phase of the matter is found in a paper in the Practical Drug- 
gist 30 (1912) 24. 

As to caramel, a typical solution made by carefully carmeliz- 
ing I Gm. cane sugar and diluting to 500 Cc. was found by two 
observers to match exactly the half normal standard solution 
“R. Y. B. 4-7-1.” As to cudbear, a purified extract (made by 
percolation of the drug with acetone after previous extraction 
with chloroform) was dissolved in alcohol containing a trace of 
ammonia and then diluted with water. The purple tint of this 
dilution did not match any of the “R. Y. B.” samples, but when 
the dilution was faintly acidulated with citric acid, similar tints 
were obtained; although the acidulated cudbear dilution was a 
trifle more transparent. Since there was some variation, the 
cudbear dilution and the “R. Y. B.” hues were submitted to five 
observers as “unknowns” and the reports of these observers are 
tabulated below in sequence from darkest to lightest. The “R. 
Y. B.” fluids were the assayed half normal blends, “a” and “b” 
being the two different samples described above. Two cudbear 
dilutions, 1-50,000, were employed, one being distinctly acid (“a”) 
and the other just past the neutral point (“b”), the intention 
being to see if difference in degree of acidity would make a 
difference in tint.

From these five reports, one is justified in reporting that the 
dilution of I to 50,000 of that particular extract of cudbear 
matched the hue produced by blending 10 volumes of the half 
normal cobalt solution and 2 volumes half normal copper solu- 
tion. 

From the foregoing paragraphs it will be seen that the writer 
has adopted a nomenclature for the hues covered by the cobalt- 
ferric iron-copper blends, “R. Y. B. 10-1-1” meaning that pro- 
portion of the three half normal colored fluids. This: nomen- 
clature is purely tentative, and as further experimentation may 
show the advisability of using other ionic colors, it might be 
well, in the beginning, to call the above cited combination “Co- 
Fe-Cu 10-1-1.” 

Soon after beginning the work, platinic chloride was tried 
out as the yellow fluid and there was prepared a carefully stand- 
ardized solution which when based on the quadrivalent platinum 
cation was exactly fifth normal (9.76 Gm. pt. to liter). Blend- 
ing this with fifth normal solutions of cobalt chloride and of 
cupric sulphate showed that the platinic chloride had much more 
color than did the cobalt and copper solutions; two blends of 
1 volume of platinum and 11 volumes of copper solution giving 
the normal green that is shown in the iron-copper blend, 1-5-6 

The pink manganese solutions (chloride and sulphate) were 
considered, but the prepared half normal solutions were too 
light to be of service. 

Tn conclusion, the writer wishes to admit that his plan is still 
in the experimental stage and in its present state has its limita- 
tions. While the demonstrated samples show a fine range of 
orange and green tints, it is weak in reds and blues. But in his 
opinion, the plan is the only one by which, after more extended 
work, the color standard problem will be eventually solved, pos- 
sibly by construction of a red-yellow-blue series of anions.

A Typical American State University—Early Struggles of the Institution—Development from a 
College into a Real University—Spending Two Million a Year—Dean Wulling of the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy—Early Vicissitudes of the College—The Medicinal Plant Garden

HE history of the University of Minnesota may be looked 
upon as being fairly representative of the history of most 

of the state universities. On February 10, 1851, the legislature 
of the territory of Minnesota, acting on the advice of Governor 
Ramsay requested congress to 
provide for the establishment 
of a state university by a 
grant of 100,000 acres of pub- 
lic land. Congress set aside 
two townships, about 46,000 
acres, “for the use and support 
of a university in said terri- 
tory and for no other use and 
purpose whatever.” A _ char- 
ter drawn by the legislature 
provided that the university 
should be located at or near 
the Falis of St. Anthony. On 
March 4, 1851, the legislature 
in joint session elected a 
board of twelve regents, who 
met on May 31 in the village 
of St. Anthony, now South- 
east Minneapolis, and decided to erect a structure for the uni- 
versity at a cost of $2,500, this sum to be raised by subscription. 
The building was erected and instruction begun on November 
26, 1861, with an enrollment of about twenty pupils. Instruction 
was discontinued, however, the following summer. The second 
period of the history of the university was ushered in by a 
reorganization act signed by the governor of the state on Febru- 
ary 18, 1868, and on September 15, 1869, the university was 
formally opened. In 1884 Dr. William Watts Folwell was suc- 
ceeded as president by Prof. Cyrus Northrop, who came from

Yale University. He obtained an appropriation of $180,000 for 
buildings and in 1887 Governor Pillsbury donated $150,000 for 
the erection of a science building which made possible the 
organization of a school of agriculture in 1888. This was

really the beginning of the university period in the history of 
the institution, which had hitherto been merely a college of 
the liberal arts with courses in engineering and agriculture. 
In 1888-9 departments of law and medicine were organized, the 
latter consisting of a college of regular medicine, a college of 
homeopathic medicine, a college of dentistry and a college of

ing and mechanical arts, a school of mines and other separate 
schools. 


Organization of the College of Pharmacy 


In 1891 the board of regents, at the request of the Minnesota 
Pharmaceutical Association, established a college of pharmacy, 
inviting Prof. Frederick John Wulling, formerly of the teaching 
staff of the New York College of Pharmacy and of the Brooklyn 
College of Pharmacy, to organize the college. The first course 
of instruction opened in the fall of 1892. No quarters had 
been provided, and after strenuous work Professor Bell was 
induced to give up part of his quarters in the long one-story 
building then known as “the bowling alley.” This room, about 
30 by 4o feet, served the purposes of a lecture room, a junior 


valued at $100,000. In 1911 a $75,000 appropriation was obtained 
for remodeling and equipping this building and Professor Wul- 
ling made a tour of the institutions of both the United States 
and Europe to study the best methods for the use of this 
appropriation. 

At first the College of Pharmacy was under the supervision 
of the dean of the medical department, an arrangement which 
led to continual friction until the board of regents recognized 
the college as a separate school and made Professor Wulling 
dean of the college and responsible directly to the board of 
regents. The student body has grown from the number of 
twelve in 1892 to a hundred in 1909. The entrance require- 
ments have been gradually raised and most of the students are 
now high school graduates. The equipment has always been 
adequate in proportion to the quarters, and a notable addition

and a senior pharmaceutical laboratory, a dispensing laboratory, 
stockroom, office, etc. The following year another room, about 
18 by 30 feet in dimensions, in Millard Hall, across the street, 
also was turned over to Professor Wulling. Every department 
was handicapped for room and as the result of Professor Wul- 
ling’s untiring efforts and the cooperation of the medical college 
the legislature of 1894 appropriated money for the erection of 
the medical science laboratory building for the use of the 
College of Pharmacy and for the departments of anatomy and 
physiology of the medical college. The urgent need of other 
departments made it impossible for the College of Pharmacy to 
obtain more than half the room which had been originally as- 
signed to it when erected. Something over a year ago the 
regents turned over to the College of Pharmacy the substantial 
four-story building 60 by 115 feet known as Millard Hall and 
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to the facilities of the college was made in the spring of 1911, 
when the medicinal plant garden, which was authorized many 
years ago, actually came into existence. 


The Drug Garden 


This garden occupies a space of about 40,000 square feet 
of ground, surrounded by the medical science laboratory build- 
ing (which is the domicile of the College of Pharmacy), Pills- 
bury Hall, the shops of mechanical arts, the medical chemistry 
laboratory and the general chemistry building. The land was 
formerly a shallow basin which had been filled in with light, 
sandy loam with a coating of peat. It is divided into beds the 
majority of which measure about 10 by 18 feet, while around 
the border and in the center several decorative beds were pro- 
vided of ornamental design. On the east side of the garden 
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a slat house 20 feet wide, 7% feet high and 100 feet long was 
provided for the shade-loving plants 

About sixty different varieties of seeds of drug plants were 
purchased from New York seedsmen, and these were planted 
in the greenhouses beginning February 17. The majority of 
these germinated within one to two weeks. The seeds were 
planted in four and five-inch flower pots, each of which was 
covered with a glass to retain the moisture. As soon as the 
plants were well started, having one or two pairs of leaves, they 
were transplanted into boxes about three inches deep and about 
18 by 24 inches in size, being put about two inches apart in the

“flats.” As soon as they became crowded they were transplanted 
into ordinary three-inch pots. When well rooted in these pots 
they were gradually “hardened off” by placing them in cold 
frames in the early part of May. The glass covers were left 
open first in the day and then during parts of the night until 
the plants were hardy enough to be transplanted into the ground

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purely zsthetic point of view, the low growing plants being 
used in the smaller beds and the tall and striking ones, such 
as ricinus and helianthus, being used in appropriate borders. 
Even the trees along the borders of the garden are included 
in the scheme of medicinal plants, as we have set out the Ulmus 
fulva, Xanthoxylum americanum, Juglans nigra, Salox elba, etc. 

As stated in a paper presented by the author at the Boston 
meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association, we al- 
ready have under cultivation more than one-half of the plants 
yielding official drugs, American Journal of Pharmacy, Novem- 
ber, 1911, and the list is continually being added to. We pur- 
pose the introduction of every medicinal plant which will stand 
the rigors of the climate of Minneapolis and as many as we 
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ciently mature, we may publish a bulletin on the subject. Care- 
ful studies are being made of the effects of temperature, light, 
moisture and soils of different climates, which when properly 
coJlated will furnish much valuable information for the guidance 
of those who wish to undertake this interesting work for the 
purpose of teaching.

can find space for in our present somewhat limited greenhouse 
facilities. 

The work of planting and caring for this garden is carried 
out largely by the students, who regard the work as a very 
enjoyable recreation. Certain parts of the heavier work and 
the preparation of ground were necessarily done by university 
employees, but the sowing of the seed, the transplanting of the 
plants and the cultivation of the plots was mostly done by the 
students themselves, who this gained a degree of familiarity 
with the plants at every stage of their growth which they could 
not have gained in any other way. The experiment has aroused 
a widespread interest and we are in constant receipt of inquiries 
regarding the commercial possibilities of this form of agri- 
culture. Our experience is not yet sufficiently mature to enable 
us to advise others in the commercial cultivation of medicinal 
plants. Later on, when our experience will have become suffi-

Belladonna Culture in California, 1912 


According to the Pacific Pharmacist the cultural operations 
for the season 1912 closed in California about October 1. Two 
crops of leaves and stems were harvested and also a crop ot 
roots. The season was decidedly “off.” There was a very 
marked shortage in annual rainfall (about one half of the aver- 
age seasonal precipitation) and it so happened that the first crop 
of stems and leaves received a two days’ heavy rain just after 
being cut, causing a loss of about one third of the crop, the loss 
being largely in leaves. According to a recommendation of 
Dr. H. H. Rusby, agreed to by the writer, stems more than one 
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half inch in diameter should be excluded. Because of the un- 
usually thrifty growth in the California soil and climate, it 
became necessary to remove (by hand) all of the stems of 
excessive size, causing a further loss of about 20 percent. After 
thorough drying in the open, this first crop was shipped to 
Parke, Davis & Co., Detroit, Mich., which firm, by the way, is 
using all of the belladonna grown in California (Castro Valley, 
near Haywards). Naturally, because of the loss in leaves and 
the prolonged exposure to the rainfall, we had some doubts as to 
the quality. A letter from Parke, Davis & Co., referring to this 
first shipment, reads in part as follows: 

“Dear Sir—Referring to your recent shipment of belladonna 
herb, we find this drug to consist chiefly of coarse stems, which 
you will recognize as not strictly in accordance with U. S. P. 
specifications. However, upon testing the drug we find that it 
contains more than the U. S. P. standard of alkaloids.” 

The second crop (stems and leaves) was very scant owing to 
the lack of soil moisture due to the scant seasonal rainfall, and 
also due to a lack of adequate cultural work. It consisted of 
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as the leaves; at least this is true of the belladonna grown in 
California. The experimental evidence to date is that sunshine 
and rich soil (rich in available potassium salts and lime) in- 
crease the yield in alkaloids. Irrigation, though apparently not 
necessary, is certainly desirable during a dry season, such as the 
one just passed. Irrigation is also desirable during the first 
summer season after transplanting the young plants or the 
crown cuttings, as it encourages a thrifty root formation and as 
a result insures larger second and third year yields. 

Historically it is of interest to note that the commercial ship- 
ment of belladonna roots to Parke, Davis & Co., above referred 
to, is the first of its kind in the United States, in fact the first 
on the Western Hemisphere. 


Acid Proof Iron Alloys 


Alloys of iron containing small proportions of molybdenum 
and chromium have been discovered by the well known German 
metallurgist, Borchers, of Aix-la-Chapelle, which are claimed to be 
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rather small stems and leaves and presented a marked contrast 
to the first crop. Just after cutting (September) this crop 
also received a two days’ rainfall, which caused a decided dark- 
ening of the leaves after drying. Owing to greater care on 
the part of the laborers there was, however, but little loss in 
leaves, and since none of the stems exceeded one half an inch 
in diameter none were rejected. 

No report on the analysis of this crop has as yet been re- 
ceived, but we feel satisfied that it will show a high percentage 
in total alkaloids, perhaps 0.75, or even more. Some of the bella- 
donna stems and leaves from Castro Valley have yielded as high 
as 0.84 percent. of total alkaloids, and none of the material thus 
far marketed has ever fallen as low as the U. S. P. requirement. 

Roots (four year old plants) from five acres have been gath- 
ered. Drying weather was ideal and the crop was shipped Octo- 
ber 24, but it is too early to report on the analysis. Owing to 
a lack of adequate tools, not more than 50 percent. of the roots 
were secured. The crowns, with about 1 to 2 inches of the roots, 
were removed and were to be used for transplanting in Novem- 
ber or early December. The crowns are not usable medicinally, 
although their exact alkaloidal yield has not been determined. 

All of the tests to date indicate that the stems (exclusive of 
the large basal parts referred to) are nearly as rich in alkaloids 
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absolutely unaffected by acids even at boiling temperature. An 
alloy containing 10 percent. of chromium and 2.5 percent. of 
molybdenum is said to be unaffected by sulphuric acid, while an 
iron alloy containing 35 percent. iron, 60 percent. chromium and 
5 percent. molybdenum is claimed by him to be unaffected even 
by nitrohydrochloric acid. The chief requirement is that the iron 
used in these alloys must be as entirely free from carbon as 
possible, sulphur also must be absent and phosphorus present in 
only minute quantities. In other words, the iron must be as 
nearly chemically pure as is possible. These alloys have the 
tenacity and general properties of cast iron and can be worked 
like the latter, but are not as brittle and have greater tensile 
strength. Titanium and vanadium also form alloys with pure 
iron alloyed with chromium that resist acids, but these metals 
are more expensive and are not so effective as molybdenum. 
If this claim is substantiated by actual practice it will enable 
manufacturers of chemicals to replace their costly platinum 
apparatus with much cheaper ‘vessels made from iron-chromium- 
molybdenum alloys. The subject of alloys of metals, their 
properties and their often startling difference from their con- 
stituent metals is one that is just being developed because of 
the possibility of producing the so called rare metals in com- 
mercial quantities. 
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Bath Salts—F. L. F., Brooklyn, N. Y., sends a request 
for the formula of a proprietary bath salt which is claimed to 
be a certain cure for obesity; the exact composition of this salt 
and its method of manufacture are known only to the proprietors. 
Frequent hot baths in saline solutions have a certain effect in 
reducing weight, chiefly through their causing excessive perspira- 
tion and elimination through the skin. Such baths should, how- 
ever, be taken only under the direction of a competent physi- 
cian or specialist, as serious harm will result from excessive 
use of hot saline baths. The following formulas for bath salts 
are those used in some of the best known institutions devoted 
to hydrotherapeutic treatment. Possibly one of these corre- 
sponds closely to the proprietary article:

Dry the salts, reduce to a fine powder and incorporate suffi- 
cient oil of lavender to perfume, usually about 1 dram to Io 
pounds of mixed salts; mix thoroughly and put up in airtight 
containers. Four ounces of this mixture are sufficient for the 
average bath of 25 to 30 gallons of water, which should be as 
hot as can be borne.

Reduce the salts to a coarse powder and mix thoroughly. An 
ounce, or a couple of heaping tablespoonfuls of this salt will 
give the proper alkalinity to a bath of from 25 to 30 gallons of 
water. The water should not be hot, as this would affect the 
skin injuriously—just comfortably warm, that is, about 100° 
Fahr. 

A formula for a bath salt that is claimed to have good ef- 
fects in reducing obesity is the following:

The salts should be in coarse powder and mixed together as 
dry as possible and kept in airtight containers, as the calcium 
chloride absorbs moisture readily and would make the mass 
damp and unsightly. This salt is sometimes called “Iodobromide 
Bathing Salts,” and is used in many institutions devoted to 
hydrotherapeutic treatment. It should be used in the proportion 
of 1 ounce to the average bath, 25 to 30 gallons of water, the 
temperature of the bath being decided by the patient’s condition, 
heart action, etc. It might be mentioned that hot baths have 
a decided weakening effect, especially if prolonged. Sea salt is 
one of the best stimulants to be used in the ordinary bath where 
bathing is part of the treatment, as it contains chlorides, bro- 
mides and iodides of the alkaline metals. A bath salt that has 
the effect of softening hard waters and is also a mild stimulant 
of the skin can se made from the following recipe:

This is an excellent formula and can be made cheaply. The 
salts should be in fine powder and directions given to use one or 
two teaspoonfuls in the bath. For a perfume for a bath salt or 
powder the formula given below is one that is agreeable to most 
persons; it is of French origin. Only the best oils should’ be 
used.

This perfume gives an agreeable pungent odor, much like 
cologne, and is added to the bath powder, before sifting, in any 
desired proportion. One ounce to 10 pounds of bath salt is usu- 
ally sufficient. 


Gilding Glass for Window Lettering.—C. Q., Brooklyn, 
N. Y., asks for information on this subject, by which we pre- 
sume he means the usual making of gilt letters and signs on 
windows. The process itself is simple, but the making of neat, 
well proportioned letters or signs requires considerable practice. 
The method usually followed by painters is this: The lettering 
is first drawn on the glass with French chalk, the outlines only 
being made; then a size made by dissolving fine isinglass in 
water is freely applied, taking care not to have it run over too 
much of the glass. When the size is almost dry pure gold leaf 
cut into appropriate strips is applied to the glass so as to cover 
the spaces marked out with chalk for the finished letters, it being 
best to used wide strips of gold leaf that will extend beyond the 
marks. The gold leaf is applied with a gilder’s brush, a wide, 
flat brush of fine hair, and is gently rubbed with it to make it 
adhere to the glass. When the rough lettering is dry the excess of 
gold leaf is cut away along the chalk marks with a sharp knife, 
taking care not to mar the letters to be formed. When thor- 
oughly dry a coating of varnish, usually Brunswick black, is 
painted over the back of the letters formed with the gold leaf 
to protect the thin film of gold from injury and to give them 
body, gold leaf being so thin that when pasted on glass and held 
before a strong light it appears of a greenish color. The process 
seems simple, but is really difficult, as gold leaf is so thin and 
fragile and is so susceptible to electrical impulses that even rub- 
bing the brush used a few times over the glass or holding the 
hand near it will cause the thin strips to curl up when handled. 
The permanent gilding of glass or porcelain may be generally 
described as follows: The gold is reduced to a fine powder by 
trituration with honey, the honey washed out with water and 
the moist powder then mixed with a suitable amcunt of borax 
and enough turpentine to make a paste. The glass or porcelain 
to be gilded is then decorated with this paste, the design being 
painted on with a brush just as with other paints, ard the article 
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placed in furnace or muffler and heated to a high temperature, 
when the turpentine burns off and the borax melts and acts as 
a flux, causing the metallic gold to adhere strongly to the glass 
or porcelain. This is only a general outline of the process; there 
are many details that can only be learned by experience or by 
instruction from an expert decorator of glass and porcelain. If 
temporary gilt lettering for show windows is desired, the fol- 
lowing method will yield very attractive results: Draw in outline 
with French chalk (such as tailors use) the outlines of the letters 
for the sign, using a ruler and string to get lines and curves as 
perfect as possible, then rub on a thin film of vaseline around the 
letters, not on them, taking care that no vaseline gets on the 
spaces inside the chalk marks forming the letters. This is to 
prevent the gilt paint used from running down the glass and 
spoiling the lettering. Now take a good quality of socalled gold 
paint, mix it thoroughly and let it stand in a saucer until just 
thick enough to work easily with a brush, ordinary gold paint 
being too fluid for window lettering. When the paint is right fill 
in the spaces for letters outlined by the chalk marks, being care- 
ful not to smear it around the sides; let the paint get perfectly 
dry and then cover with a coating of varnish, black asphalt 
being best. Then when this is dry wipe off the vaseline and the 
result will be gilt lettering that is very ornamental and can be 
washed without harm. 


Quick Lathering Soap Powder.—F. and B., Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., request formulas for a quick lathering soap powder, to be 
used as a soap powder spray. The surest way to get a quickly 
lathering soap powder is to have the soap in the finest possible 
powder form; much depends on this as well as the quality of the 
soap. We give formulas for free lathering soaps, one of which 
we trust will meet the requirements. It might be added that suc- 
cess in reducing soaps to a fine powder depends chiefly upon 
having the soap as dry as possible, the least trace of moisture 
making it cake together. If there is no objection to a slight 
amount of insoluble matter, about 5 percent. of talc might be 
added to the powdered soap to keep it dry and prevent the for- 
mation of lumps from absorption of moisture.

Melt the tallow and the coco-nut oil in a capacious vessel, 
add the soda and potash lye and heat gently until saponifica- 
tion is complete. Dry the soap by cutting it into thin cakes and 
exposing them to air, then powder and keep in airtight cans. 
The soda and potash lye mentioned are made by dissolving 
caustic soda and caustic potash in water to make a solution of 
about 30° Beaumé. Coco-nut oil is used in most shaving soaps 
on account of its lathering properties.

Melt the lard and coco-nut oil together, dissolve the caustic 
soda in the water, add to the fats, and heat gently until saponifi- 
cation is complete. If this soap is too soft substitute 1 or 2 
parts of tallow for an equal amount of lard. 

A simpler and easier method of preparing a soap such as 
named would be this:

Dry both soaps by shaving them into thin slices and putting 
them into an oven at moderate heat, work up the partially dried 
soaps into a mass by the addition of sufficient water and then cut 
this mass into thin slices and dry thoroughly, then reduce to a 
fine powder by rubbing the dried slices through a fine sieve. 
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Curd soap is a soap made by saponifying tallow, olein or similar 
animal oils or fats with soda. Coco-nut oil soap is commonly 
called “marine soap,” as it has the property of forming a lather 
with sea water, that is, salt water. Whyasoap made from animal 
fats should be called curd soap we can only guess from the fact 
that such soaps in the making look very much like “curds and 
whey” of our grandmothers, the soap being the curd and the 
watery solution of alkali being the whey. 

For perfuming soaps, moist or dry, the synthetic perfumes 
are probably the best, as they are made both to resist the action 
of the alkali in the soap and to be soluble in the fats used for 
saponification. Synthetic perfumes for soaps are manufactured 
now on a commercial scale and reference to the advertising pages 
of the American Druccist will put our correspondents in touch 
with the chief producers of such materials. Experience has 
proven that a specially prepared synthetic perfume adapted for 
the purpose intended is far superior to natural products in soap 
manufacturing. The following synthetic soap perfumes are sug- 
gested: Violet, with a fixing basis of musk or sandalwood oil; 
oil of muguet, which gives a delicate odor of lilac blossoms; 
heliotropin, which when combined with artificial musk gives a 
strong and lasting odor of the heliotrope flower; rhodinol, which 
gives almost the odor of fresh roses, and methyl anthranilate 
with duodecyclic aldehyde, which affords the odor of orange 
flowers. All of these synthetic odors can be used for perfuming 
soaps if they are added at the end of the saponification; that is, 
a proportionate quantity should be stirred into the melted soap 
before it is poured out into moulds to harden and dry. These 
synthetic perfumes are much cheaper than the essential oils which 
they replace. 


Decolorizing Darkened Whiskey—M. R. T., Kentucky, 
sends a sample of whiskey used in making one of his specialties 
which appears almost black and asks if there is any way of 
restoring it to its original color. The darkening of the whiskey 
is due to iron which must have been added to it in some manner, 
the darkening being caused by the formation of tannate of iron 
from the tannin dissolved out of the barrel by the spirit. This 
darkening of whiskey when iron salts are added is common and 
is often the cause of much complaint, one odd case being recalled 
when the addition of carbonated water made on the premises to 
whiskey formed an inky looking mixture. The reason finally 
discovered was that the carbonated water contained considerable 
iron carbonate held in solution by the carbon dioxide and that 
the whiskey had been stored in oak barrels for several years. 
The inky color of the mixed beverage was, of course, ink, iron 
tannate. The simplest practical way of decolorizing whiskey 
that has become dark through contact with iron is to mix it 
with fullers’ earth or animal charcoal, let the mixture stand a 
few days, frequently shaking it, then filtering through coarse 
filter paper. Or addition of a quart of fresh milk to each ten 
gallons of whiskey and setting the mixture aside for several 
days and then filtering may restore it to original color, the albu- 
minous matter of the milk carrying down the iron tannate in 
its precipitation. This method is probably the best, as filtration 
through charcoal seems to remove much of the bouquet of 
whiskey so treated. The fact that the whiskey turned black 
from addition of iron salts is a pretty good guarantee of its 
being real whiskey, the imitation whiskies made from neutral 
spirits (alcohol), prune juice and water do not give this reac- 
tion. Distillation, of course, would be the surest method, but 
unless used on a large scale this is too costly. Wines darkened 
from contact with iron or from traces of salts of iron may also 
be restored to original brightness by treatment with fresh milk 
and filtration through fullers’ earth or powdered pumice stone. 


Sulphur of Troy.—J. B., Michigan, asks what this is. It 
is common sublimed sulphur, often called sulphur vivum or some- 
times sulphur of Ives, but the name is applicable to any form 
of purified sulphur, the origin of the name going back to the 
days of alchemy when sublimation was thought to give new life 
to a substance. 
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Greaseless Disappearing Cold Cream.—J. H. Q., South 
Haven, Mich., has been experimenting in the manufacture of a 
greaseless disappearing cold cream, but finds the usual formulas 
unsatisfactory. Perhaps the irritating effect mentioned is due 
to an excess of alkali, as most so called disappearing creams are 
practically soaps, and this may be remedied by addition of a 
little cacao butter, which will also prevent too rapid drying. We 
have recently had recommended a formula for a toilet cream 
that is neither sticky nor greasy and is readily absorbed by the 
skin, which we suggest for trial. It is more troublesome to 
make than the usual greaseless creams, but the result is worth 
the trouble:

Break up the agar agar into small pieces and macerate in the 
water at a gentle heat until it is softened, add the rose water, 
set aside for a few days, or dissolve by gentle heat, and strain 
the thick mucilage through muslin. Heat the stearic acid, cacao 
butter, sodium carbonate and water together at a gentle heat 
until chemical action ceases and a clear transparent fluid results. 
Now add the first solution while this is still warm and beat 
briskly with an egg:beater until cold. If the beating is done 
thoroughly a smooth, stiff cream will result, much of the success 
depending upon the beating. Any desired perfume may be added 
during this operation. If made on a large scale a mechanical 
beater should be used. Only the monohydrated carbonate of 
sodium should be used in this formula. 


Gout and Rheumatism Pills —F, A., Brooklyn, N. Y., re- 
quests the formula of a proprietary pill advertised as a cure 
for gout and rheumatism. We are sorry to have to admit that 
the composition of the pill is unknown to us. So much depends 
upon the proper diet and hygienic conditions in the treatment 
of gout and rheumatism that it is a bold man who can claim to 
have a positive cure for them. These maladies require not only 
medicine but rigid restrictions as to diet and personal habits. 
For relieving the excruciating pains of recurring attacks of gout 
and rheumatism probably one of the best remedies is aspirin, 
acetylsalicylic acid, as has been proven by personal experience. 
This remedy is best dispensed in capsules. 

An old formula of English origin still used frequently by 
English physicians is the following, which is very similar to 
several advertised cures:

Solid or powdered extracts are referred to. These should be 
massed and made into pills in the usual manner. If desired the 
pills can be coated with sugar or gelatine, but the remedy acts 
best when freshly made, as quick solution and absorption of the 
active ingredients are desirable. If the pills are carefully made, 
dried and coated with licorice powder, for instance, they will 
preserve their effectiveness for some time. It is hardly neces- 
sary to remark that the ingredients of these pills are very active 
medicinal agents and if used carelessly might cause harm. If 
such pills are sold as a remedy for gout or rheumatism a caution 
should be plainly printed on the directions that they must not be 
taken except as directed; that is, not more than three daily. 


Epilepsy Cure.—C. L. S., Bellevue, Ohio. The formula of 
the remedy named has not been published, and lacking a sample 
we are unable to state its composition. Our correspondent is 
referred to the note on remedies for epilepsy printed in the 
October issue of the AmMerICAN Drusaaist, page 46. It is rather 


a dangerous proposition for a druggist to make and sell a 
remedy claimed to be a cure for epilepsy, both because the recent 
Sherley amendment to the Pure Food and Drugs Act practically 
prohibits the use of the word “cure” and because the cure of 
this ailment, epilepsy, depends largely upon careful medical 
attention and outdoor life. It is possible to check the paroxysms 
by drugging the patient with bromides, or, as is done by some 
unscrupulous advertisers, by the use of morphine or other nar- 
cotic drugs, but that does not cure them. Epilepsy is a disease 
of the brain still little understood by those who have made a 
life study of it; any one who advertises a medicine as a cure for 
it is a fraud who is trading upon the weakness of his fellow men. 


Acidum Silicum Solubile—O. R., Brooklyn.  Silicie acid 
although occurring naturally as the insoluble basis of minerals, 
such as quartz, clay, etc, can be prepared in a water soluble 
form by the following process (Fowne): Add sufficient hydro- 
chloric acid to a (dilute) solution of sodium silicate to combine 
with the sodium present to form sodium chloride (the amount 
of acid can easily be calculated by proportion based on the 
molecular weights of the substances and the amounts used), the 
mixture is then diluted with water, and by dialysis the crystalline 
sodium chloride is separated from the collodial silicic acid which 
will retain its water soluble, or diffusible, form for some time 
Boiling the solution of silicic acid causes precipitation in the 
form of silicic oxide. It is not stable and soon gelatinizes the 
silica separating in its insoluble form. The preparation called 
soluble silica or soluble silicic acid is really sodium silcate, other- 
wise known as waterglass or soluble glass. This is made by fus- 
ing powdered silica or quartz with sodium carbonate and extract- 
ing the mass with water and then evaporating this solution to 
the desired strength or gravity. Commercial silicate of soda 
usually contains about 50 percent. of sodium silicate; it is a thick, 
heavy, syrupy liquid. On addition of an acid the silicic acid is 
precipitated in a gelatinous form and this when fresh is fairly 
soluble in water. Silicic acid can also be obtained in watery solu- 
tion by adding silicon tetrachloride to water, then separating the 
gelatinous silicic acid from the hydrochloric acid formed by 
dialysis, diffusion through a parchment membrane. 

Dental Cement.—W. H. O., Nebraska. An insoluble ce- 
ment for temporary filling of cavities in teeth can be prepared 
from a mixture of equal parts of zinc oxychloride and zinc ox- 
ide, this mixture forming a solid substance which is insoluble in 
water and which is attacked only slowly by even dilute acids. 
Zine oxychloride (ZnOHC1) may be prepared by adding zinc 
chloride to an excess of cold water, filtering off the resulting 
precipitate and using it at ore. For a dental cement, however, 
it is recommended that a paste be made by trituration of zinc 
chloride and zinc oxide with a slight excess of cold water, allow- 
ing the magma to settle and pour off the excess of water. This 
cement will retain its properties of setting to stonelike hardness 
for a few days if kept moist, but gives bést results when freshly 
used. Another temporary filling for cavities in the teeth is a 
saturated solution of gutta percha in chloroform. This is made 
by dissolving as much of the gum as possible in chloroform and 
evaporating the solution to the consistency of thick syrup; the 
cavity is first cleansed by thoroughly wiping with a bit of cotton 
saturated with chloroform and then filled either with cotton sat- 
urated in the solution, or if a small one, by filling it with the 
thick solution alone. Of course water or saliva must be kept out 
of the cavity to secure a thorough coating. Of the two, the 
zinc oxychloride and zinc oxide mixture is the better. When 
properly made this forms a fairly permanent filling and hardens 
quickly. 

Saxolite—G. H. K., Wayland, N. Y. We have no exact 
knowledge as to the composition of this article, but it is reported 
to contain alum and magnesium sulphate. A preparation of 
probably similar character may be made from this recipe: 

ASTRINGENT FACE POWDER. 


PNG GOCE oi aicgbacnasiens <ceteness I part 
Magnesium sulphate ...............-005 20 parts 


Reduce both salts to a coarse powder and mix thoroughly by 
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sifting. Directions for use would be about the same as for the 
advertised article, 1 ounce to be dissolved in half a pint of ex- 
tract of witch hazel and used as a face lotion. What the final 
effect on the skin of this and similar preparations is may best be 
described in the words of a famous skin specialist: “Constant 
use of solutions of alum or epsom salts will ruin the finest com- 
plexion; it might give a temporary appearance of clearness and 
softness, but the user is to be pitied. Better stick to the old- 
fashioned face powders, they clog up the pores of the skin, too, 
but being insoluble do not penetrate and are only superficial in 
their action.” As a matter of history it might be mentioned 
that some sixteen years ago the writer accidentally discovered 
the property of solutions of epsom salts forming a close, ad- 
herent, velvety powder when applied to the skin and allowed to 
dry spontaneously; the effect was beautiful, rivaling the most 
velvety complexion of youth. In our enthusiasm a lotion made 
by dissolving magnesium sulphate in equal parts of rose water 
and alcohol was used personally after shaving and also by the 
feminine members of the family, but alas! the results after a 
few weeks’ use were such that the alternating frigidity and heat 
of the domestic atmosphere prevented further experiments. 
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Prescription Difficulty.—Globe, Fall River, Mass., asks for 
comment on the following prescription, stating that there had 
been some dispute with the prescriber as to the proper method 
of compounding it:

The prescription as written is a mixture of Latin and Eng- 
lish forms of designating galenicals, but this fault is a very com- 
mon one with physicians and in this special case it is quite clear 
what is wanted. Comment on this prescription as to its thera- 
peutic value should be left to the physician, some practitioners 
claiming that salicylate of soda is better tolerated when combined 
with pepsin, others that the activity of pepsin is completely 
destroyed in such a combination. As to the pharmaceutical part, 
experiments made with similar mixtures show that the final ap- 
pearance of the prescription depends largely upon the kind and 
quality of elixir of pepsin used, also upon the acidity of the 
tincture of ferric chloride. If the essence of pepsin is of N. F. 
quality and the tincture of ferric chloride is made neutral in 
reaction before adding it to the salicylate of soda dissolved in 
the essence of pepsin a clear mixture should result. To com- 
pound this prescription, dissolve the salicylate of soda in the 
essence of pepsin, neutralize the tincture of ferric chloride with 
solution of sodium hydroxide, avoiding excess, add this to the 
wine of colchicum and mix with the first solution. A tincture 
of ferric chloride containing an excess of acid will precipitate 
salicylic acid from such a mixture. 


A Difficult Percentage Solution—J. B. R., Philadelphia, 
sends the following query: “How can I make 1 ounce of a solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury of such strength that 1 Cc. added 
to 1,000 Cc. of water will make a 1 to 5,000 solution?” 

This is not a board question, but one arising in actual prac- 
tice. We do not blame our correspondent for being puzzled, 
there is such a mixture of weights and measures. To begin 
the solution of the problem, calculate first how much bichloride 
of mercury there must be in r Cc. of the solution called for to 
make a 1 to 5,000 solution when added to 1,000 Cc. of water. 
1 Gm. to 1,000 Cc. would make a r to 1,000 solution, there- 
fore one-fifth of this amount or 0.2 Gm. added to 1,000 Cc. of 
water would make a 1 to 5,000 solution. Then the problem 
really is to make a solution of bichloride of mercury that will 
contain 0.2 Gm. in each cubic centimeter. As bichloride of 
mercury is not soluble in water in this proportion, 1 to 5, another 
solvent must be used, in this case alcohol being the best, using 
U. S. P. strength, or possibly a weaker spirit, say 65 percent. 
Eighty-eight grains of bichloride of mercury dissolved in 1 fluid- 
ounce of alcohol will give as close an approximation as is neces- 
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sary to make the solution called for, 1 Ce. of this solution 
making approximately a 1 to 5,000 solution of bichloride when 
added to 1,000 Cc. of water. A simpler and better way, however, 
would be to weigh out 6 Gm. of bichloride of mercury and dis- 
solve this in 30 Cc. of alcohol, then dispense 1 fluidounce of 
this solution, this giving the correct strength, 1 to 5. It often 
saves time when compounding such prescriptions to work with 
metric weights and measures, as percentage solutions are so much 
more easily calculated with this system; then if the prescription 
calls for a fluidounce or dram of the solution, simply measure 
out the called for quantity and throw away the rest. In this 
case the difference between 30 Cc. and 1 fluid ounce is so small 
that the loss is trifling. 


Cleaning Soiled Bottles—G. H. N., Delaware, asks what 
will remove the film from the inside of new bottles which 
appears after repeated rinsings and cannot be removed by soap 
or carbonate of soda. The film mentioned is probably due either 
to excessive alkalinity of the glass or is caused by the action of 
an alkali on the glass when used for washing the bottles. It 
should be easily removed by rinsing the bottles in dilute hydro- 
chloric acid, followed, of course, by thorough washing in clear 
water. The glass used for bottle making frequently contains a 
large amount of soda ash in its formula, this making a glass that 
melts readily and is easily worked, hence the bottles themselves 
will yield an appreciable amount of soluble alkali to water if 
this is left in contact with them for a little time. An opalescent, 
semi-transparent film may often be noticed on the inside of new 
bottles after they have been washed and set aside imperfectly 
drained; this is due to the action of the water on the glass, 
enough of the alkaline element being dissolved to render the 
glass imperfectly transparent. The remedy for this condition, 
and a practice that should be observed with all new soft glass 
prescription bottles, is to soak them a few hours in a dilute 
solution of hydrochloric acid and then rinse thoroughly until 
all acid is removed. This method will not only remove the film 
mentioned, but will also remove the soluble alkali from the 
surface of the glass, and bottles so treated will not readily yield 
alkali to liquids contained in them. The precipitation of dilute 
solutions of alkaloids is frequently caused by the alkalinity of 
the glass of the container, this alkali also affecting many galen- 
icals, gradually darkening them. Elixir of iron, quinine and 
strychnine is an example of a preparation that is easily affected 
by alkali and which will turn dark if kept in alkaline bottles. 


Zinc Cream.—M. W., Milwaukee, Wis. The formula for 
the zinc cream you refer to is apt to cause trouble in the making 
unless certain precautions are taken. The following recipe, when 
directions are followed, yields a smooth, elegant preparation: 


ZINC CREAM. 
Zinc oxide, fine powder 
Alcohol 
Glycerin 31 
SOIL: / RENT SHOTNOMERED |... 5's kals <winsuinGas esses came 
Rose water to make 

To make a smooth, fairly permanent cream proceed as fol- 
lows: Place the zinc oxide in a mortar and add the solution of 
lead subacetate, triturating the mixture until a smooth magma 
results; add next the glycerin and triturate to a smooth mixture. 
Now add about to to 15 grains of finely powdered tragacanth 
and continue the trituration until the powder is thoroughly dis- 
tributed; add then the rose water with constant trituration and 
lastly the alcohol. 

This procedure will produce a creamy, white lotion, which 
although forming a precipitate on standing can be easily restored 
to its original condition by shaking. The use of tragacanth is 
recommended, as this seems to afford better suspension of the 
zinc oxide than acacia, while not forming such a gummy pre- 
cipitate with the solution of lead subacetate. this being incom- 
patible with both. Like many similar prescriptions the final ap- 
pearance depends largely upon the method used in compounding 
it and on the quality of the ingredients used. Tragacanth is a 
much better medium for the suspension of insoluble mineral 
precipitates, such as the above, than acacia, while acacia gives 
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better results as an emulsifying agent for oils in aqueous mix- 
tures. Tragacanth mucilage should always be kept on hand at 
the dispensing counter for use in mixtures such as that mentioned 
here. 

Solubility of Corrosive Sublimate in Oils.—J. J. R., Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., submits a prescription in which it is directed by the 
physician to prepare a solution of mercuric chloride in almond 
oil, the prescription reading as follows:

He wants to know which method of preparing this prescription 
would be preferable—to dissolve the mercuric chloride in a little 
water and add it to the oil, or should it be finely powdered and 
then thoroughly incorporated with the oil? Neither method 
would be correct, as in both cases there would not be a true 
solution, and if water were used to dissolve the mercuric chlo- 
ride the result would be an unsightly shake mixture. The best 
method of compounding this and similar prescriptions in which 
mercuric chloride is prescribed in oily solution is to first dis- 
solve the salt in a minimum quantity of absolute alcohol, or 
perhaps in come cases ether, then add this solution to the oil 
previously warmed and mix thoroughly. The quantity of mer- 
curic chloride mentioned in the above prescription will be solu- 
ble in the amount of oil of sweet almonds ordered, and the solu- 
tion may be made more certain by having this, or other fixed 
oils, hot before adding the solution of mercuric chloride. It 
would also be advisable to continue the heat until the alcohol 
or ether used for solution was evaporated. At the recent meet- 
ing of the American Pharmaceutical Association it was reported 
that the forthcoming revision of the pharmacopceia would con- 
tain a table of solubilities in oil of important drugs and chem- 
icals, such information now being often difficult to obtain. It 
should be borne in mind that solution of any substance in oils is 
always slower than solution in water, alcohol, ether or other 
volatile solvents, and that slow continuous heating is the best 
means of securing solutions of materials soluble in fixed oils. 
Rice’s Burn Remedy.—A. C., Wisconsin. The remedy re- 
ferred to is probably that devised by the late Dr. Charles Rice, 
formerly editor of the AMERICAN Drucaist, and used with much 
success at Bellevue Hospital, New York, for the treatment of 
severe burns and scalds. The formula used by Dr. Rice is this: 


RICE’S GLUE BURN MIXTURE.

Soak the gelatin in the water until soft, then add the glycerin 
and dissolve the gelatin by aid of gentle heat, continuing the 
heating until a thin film becomes formed on top of the 
liquid. Then add the carbolic acid, previously liquefied, and 
mix intimately. This mixture will solidify to a jellylike mass 
on cooling and should therefore be poured into jars while still 
hot, the jars being kept sealed to prevent exposure to air and 
dirt. For use a portion is taken out of the jar and warmed in 
the water bath, or by moderate heat, until it melts, and the 
syrupy liquid is applied over the burned area of skin with a soft 
brush. This preparation is much cleaner and less apt to pro- 
duce infection than carron oil or other greasy dressings, and as 
it dries to form a thin flexible coating over the burned surface 
it both relieves pain by preventing contact with air and promotes 
healing by preventing infection from dust or dirt. The dress- 
ing being soluble in warm water, it can readily be removed. 
Easton’s Syrup of Hypophosphites.—J. H. C., New Jersey. 
The precipitate mentioned was probably ferrous metaphosphate, 
this syrup being one that presents difficulties both in manufac- 
ture and keeping. It is likely that in the revision of the British 
Codex, in which this syrup is official, a change in the formula 
will be made, the present formula requiring too much acid. It 
is probable that the sugar acts as a reducing agent and as an ex- 
cess is required by the formula there is apt to be a precipitation 
of sugar also. When this preparation is called for on prescrip- 
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tion always dispense with a shake label and caution the customer 
of a possible sediment forming in time. A better preparation is 
the syrupus hypophosphitum compound of the National For- 
mulary. 

Euresol, a Correction.—In printing a formula for a remedy 
for baldness and dandruff in our November number the amount 
of euresol was given as two ounces in an eight ounce mixture 
when it should have been two drachms. The correct formula 
reads as follows:

Nomenclature of Proprietary Remedies 


Editor American Druggist: 

Sir—In the November issue of your journal you give an 
abstract of a discussion by Andre Allart before the recent Inter- 
national Congress of Applied Chemistry in New York, regarding 
the provisions of the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry as to 
the naming of proprietary remedies. As one of the provisions— 
the naming of pharmaceutical preparations or mixtures—which 
Mr. Allart objects to, is in line with what you have been ad- 
vocating and also in harmony with the aims and needs of pro- 
fessional pharmacy, you will wish your readers to be fully in- 
formed in the matter. For this reason I desire to present briefly 
the provisions as regards the naming of pharmaceutical prepa- 
rations or mixtures which govern the council in admitting pro- 
prietary articles to the book ‘‘New and Nonofficial Remedies.” 

While the council holds that medicinal substances should be 
provided with descriptive names and while it offers its co-opera- 
tion to any means which will lead to the universal adoption of 
such a scientific system of nomenclature for proprietary as well 
as for pharmacopeeial drugs, it recognizes the difficulties which 
present trade conditions put in the way of such a scheme. Wish- 
ing to give the discoverer or manufacturer of new remedies the 
fullest control over his invention it accepts any name which the 
owner may apply to his preparations, so long as such names are 
not contrary to the best interests of medicine and the public. 
In accordance with this general principle it does not require 
that the names of new drugs shall be descriptive of their com- 
position, although names such as “guaiacodeine,” for a com- 
pound of codein and guaiacol, “tannismuth,” for a tannate of 
bismuth, and even the new arsenic preparations “arsacetin” and 
“salvarsan” show that this is feasible. Even in the case of mix- 
tures of known substances the council accepts non-descriptive 
names when they present some advance, as is illustrated by the 
recognition of such names as “antiformin” for a solution con- 
taining sodium hypochlorite and sodium hydroxide, and of 
“phenoco” for a very efficient soap solution of phenols. When, 
however, it comes to preparations of well known drugs which 
present no real discovery or advance, the council holds that “in 
the case of pharmaceutical preparations or mixtures the trade 
name must be so framed as to indicate the most potent ingre- 
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dients.” This means that the thousand and one proprietary 
pharmaceutical preparations of well known drugs provided with 
non-descriptive names—the class of preparations against which 
Mr. Osseward, of Oklahoma, protested so eloquently at the last 
Denver meeting of the A. Ph. A.—are not eligible for inclusion 
in “New and Nonofficial Remedies” unless they present some ad- 
vantages. Even with these preparations of well known drugs, 
unless they be duplicates of official or established preparations, 
the council makes no objection if to the descriptive names there 
be added the firm’s initials or other “trademark.” While the 
endless array of proprietary mixtures on his she!ves wil! make 
the pharmacist appreciate the need of the council’s provision 
against the endless duplication of proprietary mixtures, it may be 
of interest to note that one of the six rules of the newly or- 


ganized German “Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry” (Die 
Arzneimittelkommission des Kongresses fiir Innere Medizin) 


specially provides against the recognition of non-descriptive 
names for mixtures of known and established drugs which pre- 
sent nothing new. Of course, Mr. Allart is right when he states 
that fully descriptive names for pharmaceutical mixtures cannot 
be trademarked, but it would seem that any maker by appending 
his name or initial can sufficiently identify his product and 
thus secure all the protection and recognition to which the in- 
terests of the public entitle him. W. A. PucKNer, 
Secretary, Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry of the 
American Medical Association.

Erroneous Form of Notices of Judgment 
Editor American Druggist: 

Sir—I was greatly surprised to learn while in Chicago re- 
cently that a great many of the large manufacturers and jobbers 
outside of my immediate circle had complained about the notices 
of judgments referred to in the AMERICAN Drucaist for October, 
and feel that they are doing American business in general a 
great injustice by being printed in their present form. 

I am told that on account of the impression made by these 
notices that the United States lost last year several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of business in canned meats alone. 

The publication of these notices has had a tendency to foster 
the belief in South America, South Africa and elsewhere that 
our products are the inferior of any made, instead of which 
they are the very finest in the world. There is nothing on the 
market anywhere in the world today that is superior to our 
canned and bottled goods. 

We need your cooperation and the cooperation of every other 
public spirited editor in building up our industries. The muck 
raker’s day is passing. 

If a man does wrong, and persists in doing it after his atten- 
tion is called to it, then he should be published to the limit, but 
when a man makes a mistake, such as not dotting an “i” or 
crossing a “t,” as some of the judgments would seem to indicate, 
or is found not guilty, it is anything but fair to publish his 
name and the charges against him in the manner and form in 
which it is done. 

It has been stated that over 50 percent. of the judgments 
rendered in favor of the government have been rendered because 
of the fact that firms preferred to plead nolle contendere and 
pay a small fine, rather than fight the case and pay costs amount- 
ing to anywhere from $300 to $3,000, depending upon the location, 
the experts called, etc. 

Dr. Charles Caspari, jr., state food commissioner of Mary- 
land and member of the committee of review of the United 
States Pharmacopceia, has adopted an entirely different course 
of action. He seeks to build up the country’s industry and will 
not permit the institution of suit unless a man persists in 
violating the law. He cautions him, shows him where the fault 
lies, how he should make and label his goods, etc., and gives 
him a fair chance. This is all we want, nothing more and surely 
nothing less. 

The resolutions adopted by the National Association of 
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Wholesale Druggists at their meeting in Dallas, 1910, show that 
even at so early a date this important organization was alive to 
the question. 
I hope to have your cooperation in this good work.

Advice to Students 
Editor American Druggist: 

Sir—It is highly essential that a student be given real advice 
on his college course. Now that I have traveled the path that 
many prospective pharmacists will go over, I wish to state that 
of all the essentials necessary for one to possess to eventually 
become a successful graduate, the most important is his per- 
sonal love or feeling for his special profession, whether it be 
medicine or pharmacy, law, or chemistry, or theology, or en- 
gineering. He must feel that he is studying, not with the idea 
of covering a certain amount of work, not with the idea that 
he must go to college because his people desire him to—this 
class of students usually turns out the worst, for they lack this 
feeling of personal ambition—but he must take up his studies 
with the thought ever prominent in his mind that he must be 
inspired with the love, affection, etc., for the profession. 

Besides having this inspiration, he must possess the ability 
to comprehend and master his work. My advice to all those 
who contemplate taking up the profession is to study—study— 
study hard, conscientiously and, as Shakespeare says, “to thine 
own self be true.’ Don’t try to imagine that by a little study 
the subject is easily mastered, for, led on by this false impres- 
sion, you are only fooling yourself. Don’t let your work get 
ahead of you. Keep at it constantly. Taking down and recopy- 
ing lecture notes helps wonderfully in giving at first a broad 
idea, then a more firm and solid understanding of the subjects. 
Be prepared to recite and recite excellently at every quiz, and 
be very careful of your work in the laboratories. This is very 
important, for at the close of the school year the marks received 
in laboratory work which, as a general rule, don’t range near 
the top count a good deal for or against the student. Many 
a man was denied graduation because of his taking his labora- 
tory work too lightly and not regarding it as important as the 
other subjects. Then associate with one or two good students 
and conduct quizzes and other meetings of like manner. 

Conduct is also taken into consideration and one giving 
trouble is soon caused to take some unpleasant medicine, usually 
beginning with numerous warnings from the dean, then the 
suspension and sometimes expulsion, etc. These measures often 
result in the student’s failure. The bright, studious and occu- 
pied men always behave and succeed. What have others to say?

MAKING PERSONALITY PAY PROFITS 
By A. D. Rrrer. 


HEN I took charge of my own drug store as the suc- 
cessor of a man who sold it to me because “there was 
mo money in the drug business any more” it was just an average 
corner store in a locality made up mostly of homes, apartment 
hhouses and small stores, nothing more and nothing less than 
one of the several hundred corner drug stores in the city. Then 
its daily receipts averaged from twenty to twenty-five dollars 
a day and its expenses left a mighty small margin of profit out 
of its sales; today, two years after beginning my first adventure 
as sole proprietor, it is a poor day when I take in less than 
thirty-five dollars and my usual busy days often run up over 
fifty dollars and on special occasions I have taken in over 
seventy-five dollars. But what I am prouder of than this prac- 
tical doubling of my business is the way I have cut down ex- 
penses and enlarged the margin of profit by eliminating waste 
and doing business in a businesslike way, and at the same time 
have completely altered the appearance of my store and made 
it the most attractive in a radius of many blocks. This sounds 
egotistical, but really any other young man with good common 
sense and business ability can do as well if he puts his whole 
heart and soul into his work, so I am going to try to tell how 
I built up my business in hope that it will help others situ- 
ated just as I am. I will say nothing of business system, 
bookkeeping, etc., as these have been told by others more 
competent than I in the pages of THe AMERICAN Drucatst. It 
seems to me to be more interesting to know how to get the 
‘business, as you can learn to take care of it very quickly by 
following out any good system. 

My first problem was the same as every druggist’s, how to 
‘get more business unless I was to be content to do as my 
predecessor did, accept his share of the business of the neigh- 
borhood divided among about ten or twelve similar corner drug 
stores, which I was not. As my capital was small, I thought 
of all sorts of schemes to get more trade and even tried a 
few, such as house to house advertising, having special sales 
and special days, giving prizes, etc., but found myself little bet- 
ter off at the end of three months. About that time it dawned 
on me that I had only one thing that was really my own and 
original, and that was my personality, and that my only way to 
succeed was to capitalize it and use it just as the big firms use 
their reputations, which is personality in abstract form. My 
competitors could buy just as cheaply as I could and could sell 
just as closely, we all handled practically the same lines of 
goods and all of us stocked the same new things at about the 
same time and we were fortunate enough to be located in a city 
where there was practically no price cutting and no chain stores. 
I couldn’t offer the public anything my competitors could not of- 
fer, unless it was myself. Just as soon as that idea got firmly fixed 
in my head I began to put it into practice, beginning on myself 
and doing the best I could with the one clerk I then could afford 
and I have made it the essential part of my store and business 
ever since. As a beginning I risked almost all of my remaining 
capital in refitting my store so as to make it as bright and cheer- 
ful and inviting looking as possible, even going in debt (with 






























































maay misgivings) for a new soda fountain, and I put in it every 
convenience for the public I could think of. All of my com- 
petitors had pay ’phones; I secured two booths from each of the 
telephone companies and had them fitted up with comfortable 
stools, etc. I solved the stamp problem by installing a cashier, 
who handled checks for all sales and paid for her services at 
first by relieving the clerk and myself from the work of attend- 
ing to "phone calls, stamp sales, etc. Later I hired a more high 
priced young lady and put her in charge of my stationery depart- 
ment, which was so located that every purchaser of a stamp 
could not help seeing paper and envelopes of all kinds and prices. 
Stamps and stationery go together anyhow, I thought, so I had 
the stamp window arranged with a small showcase on each side, 
which were always kept well filled with stock neatly arranged. 
The tops of the cases were used for displaying 5 and Io cent 
novelties, such as chewing gum, package candy, etc., and I found 
that many customers would often make a 5 or Io cent purchase 
as a sort of apology for troubling us for a supply of stamps. I 
also kept a city directory and had copies of a little directory of 
my own printed, this containing the names and addresses of 
physicians and nurses, churches and amusement places in our 
section of the city, data on street car lines, etc., with our motto 
printed on the cover and at the top and bottom of each page. 
This motto was “If you want anything go to Riter’s, even if it’s 
only information.” This same motto was conspicuous on all of 
our printed matter, which was sent out regularly. 

After I had made the store as attractive as possible and sup- 
plied every convenience that I could think of that would please 
customers, the next thing was to let people know about me and 
my store and give me a chance to try my personality on them 
lt’s hard to explain “personality,” it sounds egotistical, too, but 
we all know what it means—we like some people because of their 
personality and others we dislike for no other reason. My idea 
of personality was to make people like me and my store better 
than they did any of my competitors, not only by prompt and 
courteous service, the best of everything at reasonable prices and 
an attractive store, bit because of a real personal feeling that 
they were considered not merely as people-with money to spend 
but as people whom I knew and therefore would treat them 
in my store just as I would treat friends in my home. The 
policy that I tried was to make every customer feel as if he or 
she was a personal guest while in my store; I never lost sight 
of this, and I am sorry to say that I had to discharge several 
otherwise good clerks because I could not impress them with 
the same views and way of doing things. Now I don’t mean 
that I adopted any servile or flattering ways toward customers, 
quite the contrary, but I tried even when my patience was most 
sorely strained to win their confidence and good will by tact and 
courteousness; in other words, I tried to be a gentleman, even 
if I was a business man. 3 

I began my campaign by working up a good mailing list of 
about a thousand names of good people living within what I 
had decided upon as my territory, including householders, apart- 
ments, storekeepers, etc., all of whom were people who were 
capable of becoming good customers. Then I prepared a per- 
sonal letter for each one, inviting them to call at my store any 
time and avail themselves of its conveniences, naming them, such 
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as prompt delivery of orders received by telephone, good tele- 
phone service with enough ’phones to avoid long waits, a “rest 
corner” where persons waiting for prescriptions or for a friend 
would find comfortable chairs and the latest magazines, etc., 
and I also made mention of my ability to supply them with any- 
thing needed promptly and at reasonable prices and spoke of 
my special equipment for filing prescriptions and for sick room 
specialties. This letter was processed so as to look like a type- 
written letter and I had the name and address of each person 
typed in at the head in the proper place, taking personal care to 
see that Mr. Jones was not addressed as “Dear Madam” or Mrs. 
Jones as “Dear Sir.” I mailed these under a two cent stamp 
the same day. 

As this was rather an expensive affair, I was naturally very 
anxious to see how it would work out, although I did not ex- 
pect great results from this letter alone, consequently I was 
elated to notice a perceptible increase in the number of custom- 
ers and was sure of success. When one or two new people 
spoke to me by name and mentioned receiving my letter, I 
thought I had surely won out. I hadn’t yet though, by a lot more 
hard work; this was but the entering wedge, and I soon found 
out that I had to do more than letter writing. First I called 
upon all the physicians in my territory, frankly telling them that 
I had called to become acquainted with them and to let them 
become acquainted with me personally, making my visits partly 
social and partly business, telling them of my plans and equip- 
ment and asking their help and advice. This personal relation 
I tried to keep up and increase by occasional calls and by send- 
ing my professional friends monthly letters telling them of any- 
thing new or useful in the line of new remedies or other matters 
that would interest a busy practitioner. I did not do any of the 
usual propaganda work, very occasionally sending samples of 
galenicals, as I reasoned that all of the other druggists could 
probably (and did) make them just as good as I could and that 
what I wanted was the distinct personal feeling on their part 
of confidence and good will and that this could only be won by 
personal and direct relations. Of course I did everything I could 
to give them a good opinion of my professional qualifications, 
and to this end equipped a small analytical laboratory with a 
microscope, which I placed at their disposal for their own work 
at any time and from which I made a good profit in course of 
time doing work for them, such as uranalyses, water examina- 
tions, etc. 

The trade of the neighboring storekeepers had always seemed 
worth while getting, to me, so I went out after this personally, 
too. I began by calling on them in turn partly in a social way as 
a neighbor who was interested in the life and welfare of the 
neighborhood as well as they and who wanted to become ac- 
quainted with other business men around him, and partly in a 
business way to let them know how I could return business favors 
extended by them and what I could offer them in the way of 
prices and good service myself. It was interesting if disheart- 
ening at first to note the different ways I was received. It 
seemed to most of the merchants such an unusual thing for an- 
other business man to want to become personally acquainted 
with him, it was a new thing and many viewed me with dis- 
trust, thinking I had some scheme to work on them. But I 
kept at it, gradually finding out the ones worth cultivating. until 
I had established really personal relations with the livest and 
most progressive storekeepers within quite a radius. Needless 
to say, this personal relationship brought me many cus- 
tomers, besides their own trade and that of their families, 
as I played fair and did not favor any one to the disadvantage 
of another. I also adopted this way of “getting acquainted” 
with professional people in my neighborhood and added many 
to my list of customers. 

This description may cause it to appear that I spent most of 
my time calling on people and neglecting my store, but really it 
took only an hour or so a day to make a few calls, 
and all of this getting acquainted was not done at once; the 
visits were spread over a year and [J still keep them up, find- 
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ing that an hour a day devoted to keeping up acquaintanceship 
not only benefits my trade but benefits me as well, as it gives me 
new ideas and keeps me from getting into a one man, one way 
rut of doing business. I get many good ideas from my friends 
for window displays, new wrinkles in doing business, new goods, 
ways of lessening expenses, and lots of other things. I might 
add that after I had become acquainted with the other better 
class business men in the neighborhood I was the leader in or- 
ganizing a “neighborhood business men’s club,” through which 
we cooperated in many ways to our mutual advantage. Thus 
we established a mutual delivery system for special deliveries, 
each man having the benefit at a small cost of a service that 
would have been too expensive for one; then we had a system 
by which bad credits were kept track of and could warn one 
another against the class of poor payers and people who never 
paid their bills, and in many ways helped ourselves and one 
another. 

I kept after trade and new customers all the time that I was 
specializing, you may be sure. I used booklets, folders and other 
suitable advertising matter freely, increasing my mailing list as 
time went on, and every once in a while would send a personal 
letter telling of some new feature in the store or of some new 
convenience added, and always these letters contained a personal 
invitation to call and get acquainted. Slowly and gradually I 
began to get really acquainted and there grew up a personal 
feeling between my customers and the store. As one of them 
said to me “it was like calling at the home of a friend to stop 
in your store,” and I am happy to add that to this acquaintance- 
ship there seemed to be added a sentiment of loyalty—at least 
my friends used to buy all their drug store needs from my store. 
As I said, I have been working out my idea for over two years 
now and it has proven a greater success than I ever dared hope 
for. I don’t worry now about the competition of the down town 
stores, while I know many of my customers make frequent 
purchases there when shopping down town or when special sales 
are advertised. I have the really profitable end of it, their home 
trade, and I am perfectly willing to let the big stores sell things 
at cost and save me the expense. Any other young man can do 
as well as I did, perhaps better, if he capitalizes his personality 
and rates it his biggest asset. 





Plating Steel with Gold 

A quick and simple method of plating steel articles, such as 
a pair of scissors, with gold is the following: Dissolve sufficient 
gold chloride in water, usually about 5 grains in half an ounce 
of water for the usual sized object, then add an equal volume of 
ether and shake vigorcusly. The ether will dissolve the gold 
chloride from the water and it should be then carefully decanted 
from the dqueous fluid below. To gild any article of steel or 
polished iron, clean the surface free from grease or rust, then 
paint the surface to be goldplated with the ethereal solution of 
gold chloride, using an ordinary brush or bit of cotton. As soon 
as the ether evaporates, which will take but a moment, a thin 
film of bright metallic gold will be deposited on the steel object, 
which can be polished if rubbed lightly with precipitated chalk. 
This coating of gold can be made thicker and more lasting by 
repeating the application several times. An ordinary pair of 
scissors can be made to look like sclid gold by this means, and 
the method does not impair their cutting qualities. 





Magnesium Sulphate Locally 

Dr. Henry Tucker, of Philadelphia, has used solution of 
magnesium sulphate as a local application in orchitis and many 
cther inflammatory conditions with marked success. Dr. H. 
L. Fild, of Southington, Conn., confirms the good results, and 
uses a solution of 2 ounces of magnesium sulphate dissolved 
in 8 ounces of water, in carbuncles, boils and erysipelas. The 
solution is applied either hot or very cold, according to the con- 
ditions found. He also uses it as an injection in gonorrhea 
and in inflammation of the female genitalia.

every retail druggist to see that he leaves no stone unturned in 
the effort to find ways in which he can make parcels post work 
for him. 

The fact that the local dealer can send a parcel under the new 
arrangement to any one getting mail at his own post office 
through the rural or city free delivery system at a cost of 5 
cents for one pound or 15 cents for 11 pounds, while the nearest 
outside merchant in the first zone must pay 35 cents for the 11 
pound parcel and 57 cents for the same weight in the next, or 


great value to him. It makes it possible to do this kind of busi- 
ness without the necessity for making it all credit business. 

The general public will not at first understand the workings 
of the parcels post, and in all probability the mail order houses 
will be among the first to exploit the service to their own ends. 
It is up to the local dealers to see that its advantages for buying 
from the nearest store are made obvious. 

The use of newspaper advertising space to this end is strong- 
ly recommended and it will be the wise druggists who devote 
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their newspaper space during the first of the year to explaining 
to their public how the parcels post works when used in getting 
supplies from the home pharmacy. 

Further than the newspaper space, something in the way of 
advertising may well be sent by mail to the store’s mailing list, 
and I am giving herewith copy for a folder which will cover the 
subject and which, with such changes as may be desired, will 
help to get people started to using the new transportation ser- 
vice. 

We will suppose that a four page folder of a size to slip into 
a regular business envelope about size 614, is desired. This will 
give a page about 3% by 6% inches. 

This folder might easily be followed up by another each 
month, giving every time a list of special parcels post offers for 
the month. Of course, to restrict these offers solely to parcels 
post shipments would be neither fair nor desirable, and it will 
be found best to make the same price on the same goods to 
purchasers in the store, though I would advise cutting off the 
cost of delivery by mail, since there is no margin of profit what- 
ever on the postal charge, and there is every advantage in mak- 
ing special inducements to buy in the store. 

The druggist who does not care to get out a folder might 
have a good sized card printed containing the parcels post rates, 
etc., and a special advertisement of appropriate sort, and these 
cards might be distributed to patrons in the store, mailed to 
out of town people who are particularly good prospective pur- 
chasers, and inserted in parcels of out of town buyers. 

It will be found a good plan to have a small blank printed to 
attach to goods that are mailable, reading “You can duplicate 
this article by mail and receive it via parcels post immediately 
by sending us $.... in stamps or check.” 

The public will be more ready to do their experimental par- 
cels post buying from merchants at home than from distant 
houses. To take advantage of this willingness is to get the peo- 
ple near the store started right. 





DRUG STORE SALESMANSHIP 
How to Get On With People 


T might be said that there are about as many ways of getting 

on with people as there are people to get on with. 

Every individual does require a little different treatment and 
it is an art to know how to handle them, but it is an art that 
any druggist can acquire to some degree. 

One of the simplest ways of getting on with people is by 
keeping one’s mouth shut. The man who can remember to say 
nothing when he can say nothing that will please his hearers is 
pretty certain to get on famously. 

But that is not all there is to it—just to get on without mak- 
ing enemies. That will not make any sales or produce any 
business. 

What we want to know is how to get on with people while 
inducing them to buy goods. 

The salesman must keep his temper at all times. Any one 
who cannot do business without getting mad about it has no 
business behind the counter. To get mad at a customer, no mat- 
ter how great the provocation, is to lose that customer almost 
certainly. 

It is aggravating to have to take the accusations that some- 
times come from disgruntled buyers. At times they amount 
almost to insults and we have to take things that we would not 
think of standing if we were meeting the accuser on an even 
footing on the street. 

Of course it is more or less humiliating to one’s pride, but 
then many things that are humiliating to our pride will not do 
us any harm, and the man who wants to sell goods will have to 
pocket his pride a good many times. 

A woman comes in to buy a hot water bottle and tells the 
druggist that she can get just such an one from the mail order 
house for 98 cents as he asks $1.50 for. The druggist takes the 
mail order description and compares it item for item with his 
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own goods. He shows wherein his hot water bottle is better 
and how it will wear longer. The customer listers until the 
dealer is through talking and then says, “Well, I guess I’ll send 
away for one. Of course you claim a great deal for your hot 
water bag, but you don’t make these yourself and you can’t tell 
whether what you say about them is so or not. Sears & Roe- 
buck have a rubber factory and make their own hot water bags, 
and so I know they’re just what they claim they are.” 

That is the culminating point with a good many salesmen. 
They go up in the air right there. 

With the hundred point man that is where he gets his second 
wind and begins again. He sees that he must first of all prove 
the greater chance of his being responsible than of the distant 
mail order house being so. And instead of telling his customer 
to go to the seventeen blue blazes and buy her hot water bottle, 
and thereby making her mad enough so that no amount of ad- 
vertising will ever get her back into the store again, he smiles 
and starts in to lay a foundation that will serve as a basis for 
future business if it fails to land the present order. 

The man who can keep his temper under all the trying cir- 
cumstances that come up in the work of the average retail drug- 
gist has something to be proud of. He has made a good begin- 
ning on successful salesmanship. 

Next to the salesman keeping his own temper it is important 
that he helps the customer to keep his. There are a good many 
men of the sort that can be sufficiently exasperating themselves to 
make a saint mad and yet they never turn a hair. To make a 
customer mad or to allow him to get mad loses him even if the 
salesman keeps his own temper. 

Every -clerk should learn to control his temper, even if it 
makes him appear like a dummy at time and humiliates him 
more than he thinks he ought to be called upon to endure. 

The ability to remember the names of people is of inestimable 
value in making it easy to get along with them. 

We all know how it seems to be called by name when we 
enter a store, particularly if it is a place where we are not in 
the habit of trading and where we did not realize perhaps that 
we were known. It makes us feel pleased and we rise in our 
own estimation. 

It gives our visit added importance and it makes us wonder 
why we haven’t patronized that store before. 

This trait of humanity is one that a salesman ought to play 
upon. He ought to learn the identity of as many people in his 
town as possible among those who are possible customers of his 
store. He ought to be able to call by name every regular cus- 
tomer and he ought to do it. 

It is just as easy to say “Good morning, Mr. Brown” as it is 
merely to say “Good morning,” and it makes a great deal of 
difference with Mr. Brown’s attitude. This is not imagination. 
As I said before, we all know how it is, and if any druggist does 
not he should shop around until he does. 

Many business men have the art of getting on with people 
down to a fine thing in their stores, although they could not 
make a friend when off duty if a life depended upon doing it. 
They think that so long as they are pleasant and agreeable with 
every one who comes in to buy from them it does not matter 
how they treat them at other times. 

People are not slow to see through such an attitude and they 
resent being treated well when they have money to spend and 
slighted when there is nothing at stake. They feel, properly, too, 
that they are being treated well merely for what there is in it. 

It is a mistake to let people find out that all we care about 
them is for their money, and it is a mistake to feel that way. 
If that is all the humanity a man can scare up, he is to be pitied. 
If it is not natural for a man to like people for themselves, then 
he should learn and not be crabbed and unsociable outside of 
business any more than he should be inside. If he is so, people 
will know that his family is to be pitied, and mighty few men 
enjoy knowing that the public feels sorry for their wives. 

Not every man can be a good mixer, but it is worth trying. 
The more friends a man makes outside of business hours the 

more customers he will have inside of those hours. 
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People like to trade with the man they know. It is worth 
while for every salesman to cultivate a wide personal acquaint- 
ance. I do not believe in a man joining church or lodge or any 
fraternal organization for the main object of helping his busi- 
ness, but I do believe that it is wise for him to mix up with his 
fellow citizens in all sorts of public matters and to show a 
friendly spirit and a helping hand whenever chance offers. 

This sort of thing will make it easier for a man to get on 
with people. It will teach him how to do it. 


There are some very irritating customers come into every 
place of business, people whom it seems impossible to suit. 

They find fault with the goods and they find fault with the 
way they are offered for sale. They kick about the prices and 
about the service. 

This is where patience comes in. Nothing short of a very 
large supply of patience will enable a man to get along with 
these people. They themselves like to kick. They enjoy a scrap, 
but they hate to get the worst of it. 

Their money is as good as anybody’s money and they have 
friends whom they can influence, no matter how disagreeable 
they themselves may be. It is poor policy to send these people 
away disgruntled or dissatisfied, and yet it is mighty hard to 
please them. 


Any one can please some customers. They are the kind of 
people who like everything and who are easy to suit. But these 
finicky folks! Well, it is worth while to try them anyway. 

We all know when we meet a man who is polite and we all 
admire politeness or courtesy, but we don’t all try to acquire it. 
I remember a salesman whose politeness so impressed me that 
I have always thought of him as the most courteous salesman I 
ever met. 

I had had my nose broken in a baseball game ty an inshoot 
right off from my own bat. It resulted in two black eyes for a 
week or more. This salesman was in the habit of calling upon 
me frequently on business and he called upon me at this time. 
Every one else I knew, as soon as they saw me, exclaimed and 
asked me with whom I had been fighting, how the other fellow 
looked, and otherwise drew upon their various funds of humor. 

As for this salesman, he never batted an eyelash, and I cer- 
tainly was a sight! If there was anything wrong with my coun- 
tenance it was as if he could not see it. Of course, in this in- 
stance I did not care, but even though I was not sensitive about 
the matter, let me tell you that I appreciated that man’s courtesy, 
and while it was an extreme case, yet his attitude made a favor- 
able impression with me that lasted as long as he continued to 
cover that territory. 

Now, something of that sort of courtesy is what we all need 
in order to get on successfully with people. There are many 
times when the usual form of expression or the obvious remark 
does no harm, but it does not follow that the polite and courte- 
ous exception would not do some good. It certainly did in the 
case described above. 

Instead of being just average and avoiding offending, why 
not go far enough the other way to make a distinctly pleasing 
impression? Instead of being merely negatively polite, why not 
be positively so? 

Politeness easily becomes a habit and even the boy who is 
not brought up to polite manners at home will soon learn them 
if he associates with people who have them. It cannot be ex- 
pected that the employee who works for a man of bad manners 
will develop for himself better manners than those of his em- 
ployer. 

The employer is the logical example of the employee and he 
cannot complain if faults which he himself does not try to cor- 
rect continually crop out in his clerks. 

Even the employee who is so exceptional as to appreciate his 
boss’s imperfections will unconsciously imitate some of them in 
time. We cannot avoid being influenced. 

The salesman who would get on with people must avoid 
showing an excess of attention to one class of people and a 
lack of it to another. It is easy and no doubt very natural for a 
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man to meet Mr. Moneybags, who buys easily and liberally, with 
a glad hand and a cordial manner and to greet the poor farmer, 
who just manages to scrape along, with rather scant attention. 

Of course, one is often more pleased to see the rich customer 
come in than to see the poor one. That is just human nature, 
but rich customers are, for most of us, few and far between, 
while the poorer ones come every day, and the average of their 
business, taken year in and year out, is greater than that of the 
few rich men. 

Mighty few towns are big enough so that a druggist can make 
money while catering exclusively to the money class. All classes 
are needed to make a store a success. 

One must by all means be cordial and polite to the rich cus- 
tomer. He should have all the attention given him that is pos- 
sible without overdoing it, but it is important to see that the 
pocr man never has reason to think that he is not getting just 
as much attention. 

The poorer class, or even the middie class people, are very 
sensitive of their rights. We all think that we are just as good 
as anybody and we don’t like to trade at a place where our 
small wants do not seem to be appreciated and where every at- 
tendant seems to be waiting for a big buyer to come in. 

Everybody should be treated alike to the extent of showing 
no favoritism. No other plan will hold the business of the 
“common people,” and they are in most places the people. 

The clerk who makes himself just as attractive personally 
as he can will find that it makes a great deal of difference with 
many customers. 

The man who has a loud or rough or strident voice will re- 
pel some people with that voice. It will pay him to learn to 
modify it, to get it toned down to where it will sound agreeable. 
Why, plenty of salesmen who have aimed to be high class have 
taken vocal lessons for nothing but to develop a pleasing voice 
and intonation. 

If a man is not sure whether his voice is agreeable or not, 
and one cannot always tell, it is wise to ask somebody at home. 
He should find out whether his voice grates harshly upon the ear 
of the person unaccustomed to it. He should find out whether 
it sounds cheerful to a stranger or homesick and forlorn. Cheer- 
fulness is a big asset with a salesman. No one likes to do busi- 
ness in a store where the atmosphere is one of depression, where 
the salesmen talk in homesick tones. 

We buy more and we buy better goods in the cheerful store 
than we do in the cheerless one. The restaurant managers who 
furnish music know this and they realize the fact that the diner 
will eat a third more with good, liyely music going than he will 
if everything is dull and stupid. 

Unpleasant nervous personal habits affect a man’s salesman- 
ship. A hack or a cough or a sniff, hard to get rid of and ap- 
parently insignificant, will repel a good many people. It must be 
remembered all the while that plenty of buyers-are fastidious in 
taste and easily disturbed by any repellent condition. This is 
particularly true in the drug store, where such a very large per- 
centage of the customers are ladies. 

It must be plain that fitting one’s self to get on perfectly with 
people is not a simple matter. It means a study of character 
with a view to developing it for commercial purposes. It means 
going beneath the surface in a hundred ways. 

There is no limit to the extent a man can go in equipping _ 
himself along this line, and he may feel certain that his success 
as a salesman will be in the same proportion as his attention to 
the development of the qualities that I have been discussing here.

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Crackers with Hot Drinks Add 
Greatly to Fountain Profits 


Cost of Water, Salt and Sugar Wafers Is Trifling, but the Serving of Same with Chocolate’ 
Coffee, Tea, Bouillons and Other Hot Beverages Attracts Many Customers and Enables the 
Dispenser to Raise His Prices for These Drinks Materially and Thereby Add Considerably 
to His Margin of Profit—Women Patrons Are Especially Pleased with These Appetizing 


Dainties, Especially as They Are Given Free 





| N response to the popular demand for “something to nibble on” drive away patrons who formerly were pleased with the quality 


while imbibing hot drinks at the soda fountain, many drug- 
gists and other dispensers of invigorating but non-intoxicating 
winter beverages have found it exceedingly profitable to serve 
with such drinks a wide variety of dainty and delicious crackers 
and wafers which cost little and always prove an added in- 
centive to patronize those who serve them. 

Undoubtedly there are many hundreds of hot beverage 
dispensers who have been restrained from making their foun- 
tains more attractive to the public by giving away these pala- 
table food concomitants with their drinks and ice cream 
preparations by the belief that the cost of these crackers and 
wafers would be greater than the profits from augmented 
patronage. Such, however, is far from being the case, for, 
aside from an assured increase in patronage, the serving of 
the crackers and wafers makes the accompanying beverage so 
much more desirable to patrons that they willingly pay double 
the price formerly asked foi the drink while the cost of the 
bakery dainties themselves does not add more than a third of 
a cent to each beverage dispensed. 

In some instances, especially at the hot soda fountains in 
the shopping, theatrical and residential districts of large cities, 
it has been found to be more lucrative for the dispensers to 
make an additional charge of five cents for their butter, salt, 
and sugar wafers or soda crackers, when asked for by the 
patrons as an accompaniment to their beverages, but, in the 
business districts and, in fact, in most all sections of towns 
and cities, it has been discovered that the price of the drinks 
served with a little “side dish” of wafers can be so substantially 
advanced as to amply cover all extra expense and afford a 
further profit of at least four cents to the dispensers. 

Even if the dispenser in a given locality decides that it will 
be best for many reasons to refrain from raising the prices of 
his beverages, he will still find it more lucrative to serve both 
wafers and crackers with his hot drinks as this additional 
accommodation and courtesy to customers will be appreciated 
instantly and will immediately result in an enormously increased 
clientele. The addition of crackers and wafers to the hot soda 
service of any fountain is pre-eminently desirable in localities 
where cheap competition on the part of corporation chain stores 
or small candy stores is being met with. The discriminating 
patrons of fountain beverages, who are by far the best to cater 
to, will soon cease to go to the stores where five-cent drinks 
are served without crackers, and will quickly transfer their 
, trade to the pharmacies where: attractive cracker service more 
than compensates for prices double those asked in the places 
where inferior service is given. 

In offering suggestions to those who have never hitherto 
served crackers and wafers with their hot beverages, it is well 
to state at the very outset that it is not worth while to attempt 
serving these dainties with five-cent drinks. There are plenty 
of fountains in the big cities where such service is given at 
that price, but at these fountains it is inevitably noted that thee 
quality of the beverage is inferior, having been cheapened in 
order to enable the dispensers to retain the same margin of 
profit which they had before adding the cracker service. Such 
deterioration of the beverage itself never pays. It will only 


of the beverage. It is far better to raise the price of the 
drink, even to double the amount hitherto asked, when side 
dishes of wafers and crackers are added. It is just as easy 
to obtain ten cents for a five-cent drink with a side dish of 
crackers as it is to secure five cents for the plain beverage, 
and, instead of driving patrons away, it will be found to attract 
many who never have patronized the fountain before. With 
ten-cent drinks, and especially with fifteen and twenty-cent 
drinks, the dispenser who wishes to build up his patronage 
should never fail to serve either crackers or wafers. 

Needless to say, women customers are the most appreciative 
of this added service at the fountain and no dispenser in a 
residential district or in a section of town where women cus- 
tomers predominate can afford to omit this service, for its 
abserice will cause the women to seek this accommodation else- 
where. The liking for crackers and wafers with hot drinks is 
not confined entirely to women customers, for even mere man, 
with his proverbially plebeian taste, has learned to desire, ask 
for and appreciate a cracker or two with his hot soda, and 
the dispenser who forgets him in his reckoning and efforts to 
please customers will make a sad mistake. 

In the business districts, where men customers are more 
numerous than women patrons, however, the cracker offerings 
need not be as extensive as those wherein women customers 
are first to be considered. In fact, a sufficiently attractive 
cracker service for men patrons consists merely of the so-called 
salt soda crackers, such as Bremner’s butter wafers, sunshine, 
cream biscuits, Takhoma biscuits, and the numerous flake 
wafers, butter flakes, saltines, Osbornes, milk biscuits, etc., 
made by the leading biscuit and cracker manufacturers of the 
country. The National Biscuit Company, the Loose-Wiles Bis- 
cuit Company and the Johnson Company, for example, offer 
attractive lines of these goods, including an oval salt biscuit 
and several round wafers, as well as oblong and square wafers 
made of flour, water and salt. 

The salt wafers naturally are most appropriately served with 
bouillons, such as beef, tomato, chicken and tomato bisque prepa- 
rations, beef tea and clam broth, but they are equally desirable 
and “tasty” when served with chocolate, coffee and tea or even 
with the numerous egg beverages. Even more attractive with 
chocolate, coffee and tea, however, are the plain but dainty 
soda crackers or the sugar wafers, such as the celebrated Na- 
bisco or champagne wafers; the lotus layers, made with choco- 
late and vanilla sides and a cream filling and constituting a 
veritable confectionery sandwich; the lady fingers; the orange 
sponge layer cakes, made of the same material as the lady 
fingers, but containing a jelly filling; the old-fashioned Oswego 
cracker, social teas and five o’clock teas, the former being made 
only in vanilla flavor and the latter in both chocolate and 
vanilla flavors. 

In this line, moreover, there may be mentioned the Loose- 
Wiles Biscuit Company’s “tasty’ Hydrox wafers, made of 
chocolate wafers filled with a fragrant vanilla cream; Imperial 
wafers, fragile, satisfying tea pieces, vanilla flavored; Vienna 
sugar fingers; London biscuit, made with a rich chocolate flavor; 
Tom Thumb biscuits; Sunshine sandwiches, made of dainty 
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finger biscuits filled with delicate vanilla cream; Sunshine citrus, 
inade of finger biscuits filled with a delightful lemon cream; 
petit buerre, arrowroot, Dover fingers, dessert wafers, Tan 
Sans, consisting of delicate wafers enclosing sweet cream; rich 
teas; Veroniques, dainty sugar wafer sticks with cream filling; 
perfecto wafers; Philopenas, almond shaped sugar wafers; 
clover leaf wafers, champagne wafers and sugar wafer 
dainties. 

These delicious products of the baker’s art, as well as baro- 
net biscuit, formerly known as butter thins, crackmels and 
cheese crackers, known as the cheese sandwiches, may also be 
served to great advantage with many of the egg drinks and 
other beverages. In some instances the so-called wee crispies 
and educator crackers, made of whole wheat, oatmeal, etc., are 
relished with bouillons and egg beverages, but the palm for 
greatest popularity must be given to the salt soda wafers, which 
“go” well with all hot soda drinks. 

Now as to the cost of these crackers and wafers. The ma- 
jority of the round salt soda crackers and wafers, such as the 
butter wafers and butter flakes, which are in greatest demand, 
may be obtained for from sixteen cents to eighteen cents a 
pound. These wafers run from 140 to 180 pieces to the pound, 
and as only three are served with each beverage it is easily 
perceived that their cost amounts to only an average of three- 
tenths of a cent for each beverage and that a pound will suffice 
for serving about forty-five or fifty drinks. The sugar wafers 
and those with cream, fig and jelly filling naturally cost a good 
deal more, but in no instance would a small portion of them 
cost more than a cent or a cent and a half, and the addition of 
five cents to the cost of the service will leave a wide margin 
of profit. 

In the large cities, such as New York, Chicago, Boston, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Kansas City, Richmond, New Orleans, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Omaha, Denver and San Francisco, the 
cracker and biscuit manufactories will send their salesmen, on 
request, to the dispenser desiring an assortment of their prod- 
ucts and will deliver the goods without additional charge. In 
less accessible places a small charge to cover freight is added 
by the factories. From practical experience it has been found 
most desirable to handle the goods in small tins, which may 
be obtained singly or in dozen lots. The National Biscuit Com- 
pany, for example, has very attractive offerings of fancy pack- 
ages in tin containers, including Albert biscuit, arrowroot bis- 
cuit, baronet biscuit, Kennedy’s champion biscuit, dinner bis- 
cuit, assorted five o’clock tea biscuit, plain five o'clock tea 
biscuit, ginger wafers in round tins, graham wafers, Oswego 
biscuit, saltine biscuit, Saratoga chips biscuit, Saratoga flakes, 
social tea biscuit, water thin biscuit and zephyrettes. In 
dozens these small tins cost $2.50 in every instance except 
champion biscuit and Saratoga chips biscuit, which cost $3 and 
$3.25 respectively. In the In-er-seal trade-mark packages these 
same goods may be obtained for $1 a dozen packages, with the 
exception of cameo biscuits, saltine biscuits in large packages, 
Saratoga chips biscuit and sultana fruit biscuits, cheese bis- 
cuits, dinner biscuits and graham wafers, which cost $1.50 per 
dozen packages. Plain soda crackers, such as the National Bis- 
cuit Company makes, are obtainable as cheap as 6% cents a 
pound in boxes, and princess soda biscuit may be purchased 
at 8% cents a pound in boxes and cans. All the other special- 
ties named above may also be purchased in box and can lots at 
a reasonable price per pound. 

The Loose-Wiles, Biscuit Company offers to those dispensing 
its delicious products with their fountain beverages attractive five 
cent cartons of lemon snaps, O-so-fine lunch biscuits, Takhoma 
biscuits, Teddy bears and Yum Yum ginger snaps. In ten-cent 
cartons this company offers afternoon teas, animals, banana 
bars, brown baked Boston crackers, butter thins, cheese wafers, 
chocolate fingers, cocoanut dainties, common sense ginger snaps, 
Eureka ginger wafers, Boston grahams, hub crackers, Jersey 
creams, cream lunches, matinées,. Newtons, round oatmeal crack- 


ers, square oatmeal crackers, pilotines, pretzelettes, saltines, fine . 
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sodas, arrowroots, Suffolks, vanilla wafers and Zwiebacks. In 
fifteen-cent cartons the company offers butter thins, cheese 
sticks, fine graham wafers, macaroon drops, macaroon jumbles, 
Newtons, round oatmeal crackers, oval pilot biscuits, zephyr 
pilot biscuits, saltines, Saratoga flakes, zephyrs and zephyrettes. 
In tin packages costing twenty-five cents each the company offers 
afternoon teas, butter thins, ginger wafers, graham wafers, un- 
sweetened grahams, oatmeals, pilot wafers, square saltines and 
zephyrettes.

HOT SODA HINTS 
By W. H. Lamont, 


St. Louis. 
O not be content with posting upon your door and window 
the printed slips supplied by the manufacturer bearing the 
stereotyped list of hot drinks. Go after the hot drink business 
in a businesslike way; tell the public something about your 
coffee and chocolate; impress this fact upon the people that you 
serve hot drink hot. ’ 

If you are unable to design your window cards have a sign 
painter write your signs. The cost will be small in proportion to 
the benefit derived. Above all, never advertise good, tasty hot 
drinks with a badly worded or poorly written sign. But to 
have good drinks and neat window cards is not all of the hot 
drink proposition. Good service is absolutely necessary, every 
customer must be satisfied; the eye must be pleased before you 
tickle the palate, and here are a few things well worth remem- 
bering: 

Wear clean linen. 

Keep your hands clean. 

If you wear a white coat at the fountain wear a white one— 
polka dots of coffee, chocolate and tomato bouillon are not 
appetizing, even on white coats. 

Don’t add sugar to hot coffee without the customer’s per- 
mission. 

Be polite; say “Yes, sir” and “Yes, ma’am.” 

If you use loaf sugar for your coffee, serve it with sugar 
tongs. 

If you use condensed milk or evaporated cream for your 
coffee, don’t serve it from tins. A cream pitcher is more at- 
tractive and more sanitary. 

Whipped cream must be sweet and fresh to be good. 

Avoid heavy, thick coffee cups and saucers; use thin china 
of a dainty pattern. 

The coffee will taste better. + 

Tepid water makes neither good chocolate nor pleased cus- 
tomers. 

Don’t put your fingers in the cup when waiting on a custo- 
mer; grasp it by the handle. 

Don’t use tarnished teaspoons. : 

Don’t allow traces of polish to remain on the spoon and 
expect the customer to enjoy its use. 

When cleaning your spoons, remember each spoon has a 
handle; clean that also. 

If you use a polish having an odor, place your silver in hot 
water before drying. 

If you wash your cups and saucers at the fountain be sure 
to use a clean towel when drying them. 

Use plenty of good soap when you wash your china; but 
rinse in clear, hot water before drying, because even good soap 
does not improve a hot drink. . 

Don’t give your chocolate too much body; customers don’t 
like to chew a hot drink. 

Regulate the heat carefully; if you burn your coffee the 
aroma is lost. 

Have an ample supply of salts and peppers on the counter; 
to borrow from one customer for another makes a bad impres- 
sion. 

Have a supply of salt, pepper, Hungarian paprika, celery salt, 
catsup, nutmeg and cinnamon on your back bar.

CHEMISTRY 


Asked by the Texas Board 


1. Define: (a) formula, (b) acid, (c) base, (d) chemical 
symbols. 

Answer—(a) A formula is an aggregation of chemical sym- 
bols, showing in a short and concise way the composition of a 
chemical compound. (b) An acid is a compound of hydrogen 
with an electro-negative element or radicle; the hydrogen may be 
replaced by a base or a metal; the resulting compound is termed 
a salt. (c) A base is a compound in which the electro-positive 
element or radicle is linked to hydroxyl (OH); they are also 
called hydroxides. (d) A chemical symbol is an abbreviated 
form of writing the names of the elements; the first letter of the 
name of the element is usually selected; where there is more 
than one element beginning with the same letter one of the suc- 
ceeding letters is added to the first. 

2. Define: (a) specific gravity, (b) atom, (c) molecule. 

Answer—(a) Specific gravity is the relation between weight 
and volume, in other words, it is the relative weight of a certain 
volume of a substance compared with a like volume of some 
standard substance. (b) An atom is the smallest particle of 
simple matter which: can enter into combination to form a mole- 
cule; atoms cannot exist in the free state. (c) A molecule is 
the smallest particle of matter into which substances can be di- 
vided without losing their identity. 

3. Phenol: (a) How is it obtained? (b) In what form 
does it appear in the market? (c) Give two antidotes. 

Answer—Phenol is obtained from coal-tar by fractional dis- 
tillation and subsequent purification; it is also made synthetically. 
(b) In the form of colorless crystals or white masses; sometimes 
it has a slight red tinge due to oxidation. (c) Alcohol and epsom 
salt,

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N. A. R. D. TO MEET AT CINCINNATI 





Semi-Annual Meeting of the Executive Board—Members 
Banqueted—To Meet August 25—Dr. Wiley Opposed 





HICAGO, December 9.—The regular semi-annual meeting of 
the executive board of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists was held in Chicago, December 2 to 6, inclusive. 

The sessions began with a banquet at Vogelsang’s restaurant, 
Monday night. This banquet was tendered the national board 
by the officers and executive committee of the Chicago Retail 
Druggists’ Association. Following the banquet there were 
speeches, both from the local men and the visitors, lasting till 
after midnight. This gave an opportunity for the exchange of 
views, and a number of good suggestions were offered by mem- 
bers of the local association. 

The business sessions which followed were held in the Hotel 
Sherman, ending at noon on Friday. The matter of greatest in- 
terest was the decision as to the time and place of meeting of the 
next annual convention of the N. A. R. D. Cincinnati was the 
unanimous chcice of the members of the board, and the week of 
August 25 was settled upon as the date. 

A committee of three came on from Cincinnati, bearing much 
documentary evidence, in addition to the verbal statements that 
were later made, as to why Cincinnati should have the conven- 
tion and also as to how well she could and would take care of it. 
President Ehlers, of the O. V. D. A.; Charles Thiesing, a former 
member of the national executive board and a member of the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, constituted the special com- 
mittee. Mr. Thiesing personally presented the case for his city. 

During the meeting of the executive board a resolution was 
passed urging President-elect Wilson not to appoint Wiley as his 
Secretary of Agriculture nor to reinstate him in his old position 
in the Bureau of Chemistry. This resolution was published and 
comniented on by the daily press of Chicago. 

Important action was taken regarding Monthly Therapeutic 
Topics, a booklet issued for doctors by N. A. R.D. in connection 
with its extensive propaganda work. Second class entry has been 
secured from the post office, and it was decided to enlarge the 
pamphlet and issue it as a regular medical publication. There 
are now 20,000 physicians receiving Monthly Therapeutic Topics. 
As a regular medical publication it will be put on a subscription 
basis of one dollar a year per subscriber during the coming year, 
and it is expected eventually to greatly increase the circulation. 
This move is expected not only to turn a liability into an asset, 
but to greatly increase the efficiency of the propaganda work. 

It was agreed that the legislative committee should give 
special attention to national legislation, especially along the lines 
of the inter-state sale of narcotics. The Wright bill is likely to 
be passed at this session of Congress, and the N. A. R. D. legis- 
lative committe was charged with the duty of seeing that the bill 
is in form that will be satisfactory as regards the interest of the 
retail druggist. 

Editor Carr had a plan of price protection all his own, which 
the board asked him to embody in a special report supplemental 
to his next monthly report. Action was also taken whereby the 
N. A. R. D. will join the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States of America soon after the first of the new year. 





Uniform Size for Chemical Papers 


The council of the International Association of Chemical So- 
cieties, meeting in Berlin last April, unanimously approved Pro- 
fessor Ostwald’s suggestion in favor of a uniform size, or series 
of sizes, for chemical publications, and recommended that all the 
affiliated societies adopt the universal format 16 by 22.6 centi- 
meters, or a format bearing some logical relation to this. All 
publications of the association will hereafter conform to this 
size, 
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MARYLAND FOOD AND DRUG LAW 





Preliminary Period Passed—More Rigid Enforcement in 
Future 





— December 5.—The last meeting of the Balti- 

more Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association, 
which was held at the Maryland Medical and Chirurgical 
Faculty Building, was largely taken up with an address by 
Charles Caspari, Jr., Pure Food and Drug Commissioner, who is 
intrusted with the actual work of carrying out the provisions of 
the state law governing foods and drugs. Mr. Caspari gave 
much information that is of great interest to manufacturers of 
products and also spoke in a strain to clear up any. misunder- 
standings concerning the intentions of the Board of Health, 
which has general charge of the work, toward the trade. 

Mr. Caspari called attention to the fact that the state law 
had now been in effect for more than two years and that the 
Board of Health had so far attempted to conduct an educational 
campaign in collecting and examining only simple preparations 
and in dealing with those whose products were illegal in only 
calling them before the referee committee of the board for ex- 
planation, and to be warned against repeated infractions of the 
law. The board now felt that after this long period of prepara- 
tion its duty to the public demanded that in the future repeated 
violations of the law should be punished more severely. 

While he was glad to repeat his previous statement that in 
not a single instance had it been shown that fraud was intended 
or that adulterations or misbranding were for pecuniary gain, it 
must also be remembered that the law was intended for the pro- 
tection of the consumer and that, consequently, excuses for 
illegal products could not be accepted indefinitely. His exper- 
ience as a pharmacist and as commissioner had convinced him 
that there was no valid excuse for a pharmacist who in the future 
sold illegal products, for it had been shown that they could be 
satisfactorily made by the official processes, and that those which 
the pharmacist was not equipped to make could be easily pur- 
chased of legal standard. It behooved the pharmacist to ascer- 
tain promptly the reason for the considerable percentage of 
illegal preparations so far found and to promptly remedy the 
matter. The percentage of unsatisfactory products had decreased 
in consequence, it appeared to him, of the desire of pharmacists 
generally to comply with the law and of the educational cam- 
paign conducted by the Board of Health, but there was still room 
for considerable improvement. 

The majority of those called before the board, he was sorry to 
say, had given all manner of excuses, and few were honest enough 
to admit that the error might have been or was theirs. It was 
pleaded either that the clerk had made a mistake or that the in- 
gredients used were illegal as supplied to them. The first plea 
would not avail for the reason that an employer is responsible 
for the acts of his employee, and the second had been shown to 
be untenable by the commissioner’s having purchased samples of 
the ingredients complained of and proved them by analysis to 
comply fully with the law. It would be suicidal for a whole- 
saler or manufacturer, Dr. Caspari said, to supply inferior goods. 
The commissioner mentioned specifically tincture of iron as 
showing a considerable percentage of samples either deficient in 
or containing an excess in both iron and alcoholic strength. A 
preparation above standard, he proceeded to point out, was as 
much illegal as a sub-standard article, and he therefore took 
occasion to warn druggists that unintentional thoughtlessness or 
carelessness in the preparation of this and other articles could 
not be indefinitely overloa@lsed. Recently some samples had been 
purchased by the agents of the Board of Health, which were evi- 
dently compounded with the intention to mislead the board, being 
of greater strength than the required ratio. It was unwise to 
attempt to fool the board in this way. Some pharmacists had 
also charged excessive prices for samples, evidently with the idea 
of “rubbing it in.’ This was an indication of bad faith and 
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unworthy .of those guilty of such overcharges, especially since 
the board had always been actuated by the best motives toward 
the profession. 

In conclusion, Dr. Caspari stated that there had been some 
criticism impugning the accuracy of the methods employed by 
the board. He welcomed investigation and was at all times 
ready to extend every facility for checking up the work of the 
board’s experts, but it must be done with honest intent and with 
a sincere desire to promote justice. Exception had also been 
taken to the fact that the ingredients selected for investigation 
by the board were among the simplest in the pharmacopceia. 
This was done, he explained, because these samples were most 
extensively used, and also that there might be a gradual leading 
up to the more complex preparations. 

President E. F. Kelly, in the name of the branch, thanked Dr. 
Caspar! for his talk, and was followed by President D. P. 
Schindel, president of the Maryland Pharmaceutical Association, 
and R. E. Lee Williamson, vice president of the Baltimore Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association, who, in behalf of their respective or- 
ganizations, promised the fullest cooperation. 





The Washington Branch 


With President Lewis Flemer in the chair, the October meet- 
ing of the local branch of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion was held at the National College of Pharmacy on Wednes- 
day, October 16. 

While a large audience was not present, those who were there 
were most enthusiastic. The evening was taken up with the 
reading of papers by W. S. Richardson, M. I. Wilbert, and Dr. 
L. F. Kebler, and the discussion of these papers. 

Mr. Richardson reported his personal impressions of the na- 
tional conventions of the N. A. R. D. and the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, and gave a most interesting talk on the 
progress which was made at each convention and upon the en- 
tertainments which were afforded the delegates. 

Mr. Wilbert attended the Eighth International Congress of 
Applied Chemistry, held in New York in September, and at this 
meeting gave his impressions of that convention, with particular 
reference to the progress of pharmaceutical chemistry. 

The paper read by Doctor Kebler was much longer than either 
of the other papers and dealt with the progress which was made 
by the pharmaceutical section of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists, which is printed in another column. 

The November meeting included, in addition to the rou- 
tine business, the reading of a paper on the habit-forming drugs 
by S. L. Hilton, and a discussion of commercialism in pharmacy.

Drug Legislation in Cuba 

A bill affecting the importation and sale of foreign medicines 
in Cuba is reported under consideration by the Cuban congress. 
The bill will provide that the sales representative of foreign pat- 
ent medicines must be a Cuban pharmacist; the names and 
quantities of the ingredients must be shown on the label; the 
Cuban Academy of Sciences must be satisfied that the prepara- 
tion possesses the virtues claimed for it, and a consular certifi- 
cate must be produced showing that the medicine is the product 
of .a laboratory legally operating in the country of origin. 
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EDWARD C. SPURGE, 


Edward C. Spurge, chemist and general manager of the 
Ozone Vanillin Company, Niagara Falls, N. Y., died on Novem- 
ber 6 of poisoning from the fumes of hydrocyanic acid on which 
he was at work in his laboratory, where he was making experi- 
ments for a paper which he was to read before a meeting of 
chemists. Besides his bride of a few months, Mr. Spurge is 
survived by his father and mother in England, also two brothers 
and a sister. He was a graduate of the Bloomsbury College of 
Pharmacy and received the degree of B. Sc. at London Univer- 
sity. He was associated for a time with Burroughs Wellcome 
& Co., of London, England, and later with the Société Anglais- 
Francais des Parfums Perfeccioné, near Paris. Mr. Spurge 
went to Niagara Falls about five years ago to undertake the or- 
ganization of the Ozone Vanillin Laboratory. 


DR, EDWARD J. KIEPE. 


Dr. Edward J. Kiepe, for many years secretary of the Buffalo 
College of Pharmacy, committed suicide in Kansas City on No- 
vember 24. Dr. Kiepe was a graduate of the Buffalo College of 
Pharmacy and later entered the medical department of the Uni- 
versity of Buffalo, from which he received his degree in 1897. 
Soon after he occupied the chairs of materia medica in the de- 
partment of pharmacy and adjunct professor of materia medica 
in the department of medicine, which positions he held up to the 
time of his death. He had taken’a postgraduate course in the 
Johns Hopkins University for the purpose of conducting re- 
search work, in which he was deeply interested. He was the 
author of a textbook much used by students, and it was partly 
through his efforts that the course of pharmacology, which is 
now an important branch of teaching in medical schools, was 
organized in the university.

Pro- 
fessor Anderson stated that while he had been unable to get 
much information on the subject from proprietors, he had learned 
that there was a slight difference in the color of the ink used on 
the packages. Dr. Weinstein said that he had been advised that 
the counterfeit packages bore the number 21117, which did not 
appear on the container of the genuine. It was agreed, finally, to 
advise the various organizations to instruct the members to pro- 
cure the chemical from only well-known sources and to return 
packages about which they were in doubt.

Preparing for January Elections—Bowlers Dine—A. Ph. A. 
Lantern Slide Lecture 


HILADELPHIA, December 10.—The report of the commit- 
tee on nominations was the most interesting feature of the 
December meeting of the Philadelphia Association of Retail 
Druggists, held on Friday afternoon at the Philadelphia College 
of Pharmacy, and one which was responsible for a much larger 
attendance than usual. In only three cases were there two can- 
didates named for any one office, and, although additional nomi- 
nations may be made up to the time the polls close on the night 
of January 3, when the annual meeting takes place, it is believed 
that with few exceptions the ticket presented at the meeting on 
Friday will be elected. It is as follows: For president, M. D. 
Allen; first vice-president, H. C. Blair and W. A. Carpenter; 
second vice-president, D. G. Potts and J. N. G. Long; third vice- 
president, M. W. Brenner; secretary, J. H. Barlow; treasurer, 
G. W. Fehr; chairman of the executive, A. G. Keller; members 
of the executive committee—one to be elected from each dis- 
troct—F. R. Keller, W. E. Cline, H. L. Hetrick, C. A. Wolfe, 
S. C. Henry, R. W. White, G. T. Lambert, O. W. Sellers, Charles 
Ledom, J. E. Lafferty, Christopher Koch, jr.. A. Y. Gerhardt, 
F. W. Fluck, Benjamin Krehl and F. S. Day. Messrs. White 
and Lambert are both nominees from the Sixth District. Mr. 
Long has since withdrawn his name as a candidate for second 
vice-president. 

S. B. Davis, chairman of the committee on commercial inter- 
ests, made a most interesting report on market conditions, in 
the course of which he said that, while there had been a few 
declines in the prices of merchandise handled by the retail drug- 
gists, the general tendency of the market recently was upward. 
He declared that it was a question in his mind whether the retail 
dealer was taking careful note of the tendency, for he said he 
knew of several that were selling at old prices, goods which 
could no longer be bought at the old figure. He also advised 
careful investigation of a number of stock selling propositions 
now being offered to the retail trade of this city. 

In the absence of the chairman, Samuel C. Henry, who was 
attending the meeting of the N. A. R. D. executive committee, of 
which he is a member, Charles Rehfuss made a report for the 
committee on legislation. It comprised a synopsis of the pro- 
posed pharmacy and anti-narcotic laws which this committee was 
instructed to prepare for subsequent presentation to the Penn- 
sylvania legislature. Mr. Rehfuss pointed out the difference 
between the local association’s bills and the measures which the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Asociation had endorsed at its an- 
nual meeting in June last. President D. J. Reese explained that 
it was not the purpose of the meeting to become involved in any 
debate over the provisions as explained by Mr. Rehfuss, although 
it was entirely proper to make suggestions and point out advisa- 
ble changes at the time. Mr. Reese said that final debate on 
both bills will be heard at a special legislative session called for 
the afternoon of December 16. Then the proposed legislation 
will be passed upon finally and then put in printed form for 
presentation to the legislature. 

Secretary J. H. Barlow, on behalf of the membership com- 
mittee, presented the names of fourteen candidates for member- 
ship, and, as they had been endorsed by the executive committee, 
they were elected. A number of other interesting reports, in- 
cluding those of the telephone, press, ethical preparations and 
by-laws committees were presented. Chairman A. G. Keller, of 
the special committee which conducted the most successful tri- 
district propaganda smoker the previous month, which brought 
together more than two hundred physicians and pharmacists, cre- 
ated a demonstration when, in reporting on the affair, he turned 
over a check for $52.75 to the parent organization, stating that 
this was what was left of the money raised after all bills had 
been presented. The committee and the members of the associa- 
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tion from the First, Third and Seventh Districts, who had con- 
tributed to the smoker, were vociferously applauded and then 
tendered a rising vote of thanks.

The combinations of drug stores, which hitherto have given 
the Monumental City a wide berth, appear now to be attracted 
to it to an extraordinary degree. Apart from the Liggett in- 
terests, which have been there for a number of years, and W. M. 
Whitehurst, an owner of theater and other enterprises, the latest 
report is that the Riker-Hegeman combination intends to estab- 
lish a chain of stores. According to report, the southeast corner 
of Liberty and Lexington streets, now occupied by a women’s 
dress establishment, has been leased by the New York corpora- 
tion, which will open there a first-class pharmacy, modeled after 
those in Gotham and other places. The impression is that the 
corner mentioned will be only one of those ultimately occupied. 
The location selected is just across the street from M. S. Kahn 
& Co., one of the most aggressive price cutters in Baltimore, 
and within half a block of one of the Liggett stores, so that spir- 
ited competition may be looked for. It is in the retail dry goods 
shopping district, and a sharp advance in the rent has had to be 
offered. 


Kings County Condemns Cocaine Sellers 


The cocaine crusade was the principal item of interest dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Kings County Pharmaceutical 
Society on December 10. Dr. Anderson stated that he had re- 


ceived a letter from Dr. Hamilton Wright enclosing a copy of 
the proposed national law on the sale of narcotics. Dr. Ander- 
son said he had just received the letter and had not had time to 
carefully study the proposed law, but that it was a good deal on 
the style of last year’s bill in Congress and he did not approve 
of it. If any conference is called by Dr. Wright, Dr. Anderson 
was requested to attend and use his best endeavors to have the 
law so framed that it would work as little hardship on the 
druggists as possible, but at the same time restrict the traffic. 
This is the idea carried out in the resolution. 

A. C. Steinbuehler was elected to membership. The sum of 
$100 was given to the trade matters committee to continue the 
detail work among physicians. The comumiitee will also send 
postals to the physicians of this borough calling attention to 
seasonable preparations. Charles Heimerzheim, chairman of this 
committee, stated that the druggists were indifferent about send- 
ing for these cards and suggested that the society send them to 
the physicians direct.

Baltimore, December 7—The Wedgewood Club, that spright- 
ly organization composed of wholesale, manufacturing and retail 
druggists, together with members of allied trades, held a social 
session at the Hotel Rennert last Thursday evening, and attract- 
ed what might be called a full house.

Condition of Trade 


New York, December 15, 1912. 


The crug market for the past month has been very steady 
with few fluctuations of any extent in staples and little specu- 
lative activity. There has been a steady seasonable demand 
for both chemicals and botanical drugs, imports having replen- 
ished the former meager stocks of foreign drugs and as a 
consequence prices have declined along many lines. In fact, 
the lessened demand for many staples has caused shading of 
prices by holders to encourage buying, which has somewhat 
slackened, as usual, during the holiday season, when so much 
money is temporarily tied up in quick selling goods. The 
principal advances in price during the month have been in the 
essential oils of lemon, orange and sandalwood, the increase in 
price of the latter being due to short supplies of the wood; 
orris root, celery and parsley seed, cannabis indica, belladonna 
leaves and Oregon balsam of fir. Oil of rose, Bulgarian, has 
been advanced and prices will likely increase. Reports of good 
crops and liberal shipments of menthol from Japan have caused 
a decline in the price of this article, which was really artificial 
at the figures of last month. Imports of other drugs, as balsam 
tolu, vanilla beans, senna leaves, cardamoms, etc., have replen- 
ished local stocks and caused an easier tendency in the market. 
Opium seems literally to be a “drug on the market,” the 
demand being very light, and present stocks have been increased 
by recent arrivals of a number of cases and prices have been 
reduced by holders an average of 20 cents. Quinine is held 
firmly, the prices received at the last auction at Amsterdam 
being the highest for several years, the receipts of bark from 
Java also being below the average,

Drugs 

Alcohol is being slightly shaded in prices to large consumers 
and quotations are now being shaded as low as $2.58, although 
$2.56 to $2.60 are still ruling prices. Wood alcohol is slightly 
higher, figures quoted being from 52 to 57c, as to quantity. 

Balsam fir, Canada, is still scarce and prices have been 
marked up to $6.25 to $6.50, with small stocks available. 

Balsam tolu was received in considerable quantities during 
the month and prices have dropped to 75 to 85c, according to 
grade. 

Bark, cascara, continues to be held closely and prices have 
been advanced %%4c, choice lots now selling at 10%4c, ordinary 
at 8c. 

Bark, elm, is apparently scarce and holders have increased 
their prices to 19 and 22c for select. 

Bark, sassafras, seems to be scarce in the market and prices 
range from 16 to 20c, according to quality and delivery. 

Bark, soap, seems to be in large demand and the supply 
limited; quotations have advanced to 9 to 9%c for prime cut 
and 8 to 9c for whole. 

Cacao butter has advanced through the usual extra demands 
of confectioners at this time of the year and is now quoted 
at 33% to 35c for bulk and 36 to 30c for wrapped fingers. 
Prices of this article fluctuate constantly and it is advisable to 
get spot quotations before making large purchases. 

Cantharides, Russian, have been advanced by reason of ad- 
vices of limited stocks at points of supply, and are now held 
at 90 to 95c. Chinese cantharides seem in good supply and 
prices have been reduced to 36 and 37c for commercial grades. 

Chloroform has been advanced by makers and is now quoted 
at 25 to 43c, according to brand and quality. 

Cocaine and its salts are higher and latest market quota-

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tions for jobbing lots were $3.30 to $3.50 for the muriate, ac- 
cording to package. 

Codeine and codeine salts have also been advanced in price, 
the former low prices proving unprofitable, and $5.40 to $5.60 
for bulk and $5.60 to $5.75 for sulphate are present quotations. 

Codliver oil is apparently in little demand and sales have 
been confined to seasonable orders. There is a call for the 
higher grades and these are selling as high as $25 a barrel, but 
average grades are quoted at $21.50 to $23, with moderate sales 
on that basis. 

Cubeb berries have been received lately in sufficient amounts 
to supply the seasonable demand and prices have receded to 40 
and 42c. 

Cuttlefish bone, while not important as a drug, continues to 
remain unsettled in both supply and price, jeweler’s grade hav- 
ing advanced to 50 and 55c. 

Ergot, Russian, has been advanced in price by holders by 
reason of cabled reports of short crops and is now held firmly 
at $1.35 to $1.40. Spanish ergot has not yet been affected in 
price and is still quoted at $1.65 to $1.75. 

Epsom salts have been more freely offered and prices have 
declined to goc to $1.25 for bags and $1.05 to $1.50 for barrels. 

Glycerin has been reduced in price by makers both through 
keen competition and lessened demand, their latest offerings 
being at 194 to 193%4c to large buyers for U. S. P. grades. 

Guarana, while in little demand, has been advanced through 
scarcity of supply and is now being held at $3 to $3.10. 

Gum camphor has been shaded in price by foreign holders 
and they are now offering it at 43 to 44c. Refined is held at 
prices ranging from 44 to 46c, this being the inside figure for 
large buyers. 

Gum gamboge is being firmly held at the nominal prices of 
66 to 7oc, a slight reduction. 

Gum guaiac, U. S. P., is in unusual demand and the price for 
the best grades has been advanced to 4oc, sorts still selling down 
to 16c. 

Gum mastic is selling at higher prices and holders of spot 
stocks are asking 65 to 68c, an advance of 2c this week. 

Gum tragacanth, Turkey, is in limited supply and through 
the war disturbance preventing shipments has been marked up 
to 75 and 8oc. 

Haarlem oil was reduced by importers during the month 5c 
on large lots, the present prices being $1.6714 to $1.70 per gross, 
but $1.75 is still asked for small lots. 

Kola nuts have been sharply advanced and are now held at 
12 to 13c, the spot stocks being limited. 

Lycopodium is in light demand and prices are being main- 
tained at 43 to 45c. : 

Menthol has declined considerably in price through lessened 
demand and offerings from Japan of ample stocks. Jobbing 
parcels have been sold as low as $12.50, but $13 and up are 
the ruling figures. There is considerable activity in futures 
and prices are likely to fluctuate considerably. 

Morphine and morphine salts have been marked upward an 
average of toc and bulk is now quoted at $4.30 to $4.40, with 
eighths at $4.60 to $4.65. Sales have fallen off considerably 
lately through the vigorous enforcement of local iaws. 

Opium seems to be in unusually light demand and the recent 
arrival of shipments from Asia Minor have further tended to 
lower prices. Case opium is now being offered at $6 to $6.50, 
jobbing lots at $6.85 to $7 and powdered and grenulated at a 
nominal price of $7.80 to $7.85. 

Quinine is held firmly, although domestic prices have not been 
changed as yet. The recent unit price paid at the Amsterdam 
auction sale was the highest for years and a noticeable de- 
crease in shipments of bark tended to make holders refuse con- 
cessions; 19%4c is now the best price quoted for large lots of 
standard brands, while 18'4c is being asked for German and 
Java in bulk, smaller lots being held at higher figures. 

Saw palmetto berries are again higher and are quoted at 30 
to 32c. 


Thymol has been slightly advanced and makers are now 
quoting it at $1.75 to $1.90, according to quality and purification. 

Tonka beans, Angostura, have been advanced to a minimum 
price of $6.50, which, in view of reports of short crops, may be 
increased. 

Vanilla beans are up and down, according to variety. Cut 
Mexican are being held at $3.50 to $4.25, according to quality, 
while South American beans have been reduced to $3.25 to 
$3.75. Bourbons are scarce and the present supply is being 
held at $3.75 to $4.25. Tahiti beans are easier and are offered 
at a reduction to $2 to $2.20. Owing to the revolution in Mex- 
ico the size and quality of its 1912 crop of vanilla is problem- 
atical; operators on the spot report the probable usual yield, 
but that this will be of poor quality. The price of old crop 
beans is still held at $3.75 to $4.75, as to quality. 

Venice turpentine, natural, appears to be plentiful and prices 
now range from 30 to 31c for original packages. 

Wax, ceresin, has been sharply advanced through the advance 
in prices and scarcity of raw material. Yellow ‘s now selling 
up to 23c a pound, while white is held firmly at 14 to 30c, as 
to grade. Local spot stocks are very low it is reported. 


Chemicals 


Acetic acid has been marked at higher figures by manufac 
turers and recent quotations are $4.92 to $5.37 for U. S. P. 
grades, as to quantity. 

Arsenical salts are in little demand and the price of white 
arsenic has dropped to 5% to 5%4c, this being used chiefly for 
spraying trees and plants. 

Benzoic acid, from gum benzoin, has been advanced in price 
in English markets and is now quoted at 12 to 12!4c per ounce. 

Bleaching powder is lower through keen competition and is 
now selling at $1.35 to $1.80 per hundred, according to package. 

Carbolic acid has declined in price through competition and 
is now offered at 18 to 2Ic per pound in bottles, as to quantity. 

Epsom salts are offered at lower prices by foreign manu- 
facturers and local dealers have reduced quotations to 90c and 
$1.25 for bags and $1.05 to $1.50 for barrels, as to U. S. P. 
test. 

Magnesium carbonate was advanced sharply in price during 
the month, but has declined slightly, although holders are asking 
5 to 6%c at present. There seems to be a deficiency in the 
supply of magnesium salts owing to their increased commercial 
use. 

Potassium chlorate is in such demand for technical purposes 
that prices have advanced to 10% to 11c for crystals and Itc 
and up for powdered, these prices being maintained firmly by 
manufacturers. 

Salicylic Acid has fluctuated in price through recent large 
offerings, but is now steady at 30 to 34c, according to quantity. 

Silver nitrate has been advanced 41 to 43c through the rise in 
price of bar silver. 

Sodium benzoate is higher through advance of price of the 
acid, manufacturers now quoting this salt at 24 to 27c, as to 
quantity. 

Essential Oils 


Bergamot oil has been advanced by primary holders and 
market quotations are now held firmly at $6.50 to $6.75. 

Camphor oil is increasingly scarce and the desirable grades 
have been raised 3c in price to 11 and 14c, as to safrol content. 

Caraway cil of the best grade has been advanced in price to 
$1.55, but offerings are being made of old stock as low as $1. 

Cassia oil, U. S. P., has been marked up to $1.25 to $1.30, as 
to quantity, an advance of 5c. 

Clove cil, buds, is somewhat higher in price and is now quoted 
at $1.25 to $1.40. 

Geranium oil is selling only at a nominal price, the supply 
being uncertain. Prices range from $7.50 to $9, according to 
quality. 

Lemon oil has been advanced an average of toc in all grades, 
prices quoted being $2.10 to $2.25, according to brand.

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Linseed oil is much lower through receipts and crushing of 
new crop flaxseed. Duluth prices quoted were 46 to 49c for 
raw and 47 to 48c for boiled, these being bulk figures. 

Orange oil advanced with other citrus oils and prices now 
named by holders are $2.60 to $2.80, an increase of 10c. 

Rose oil is held at a minimum figure of $14 and stocks are so 
limited that a further advance may be expected, the Turkish 
war practically preventing the usual crop gathering. 

Sandalwood oil is considerably higher in price, the quota- 
tions being $4.50 to $4.60, as to brand. Receipts of sandalwood 
at primary centers have been very small and distillers are com- 
pelled to pay unusually high prices. 

Spearmint oil was priced 1o0c higher and deaiers now ask 
$4.85 to $5.10, as to package. 

Tansy oil has advanced sharply and is now held at $3.50 to $4. 

Wormseed and wormwood oils are both lower, the former 
now being offered at $2.55 to $3, the latter at $6 to $6.50. 


Flowers and Leaves 


Arnica flowers have, been advanced in consequence of in- 
creased import costs and the average price is 15c, with lots of- 
fered at 14 to 16c. 

Belladonna leaves have lately advanced 2c and revised quo- 
tations are 15 to 16c, as to quality. 

Buchu leaves, short, have become easier and prices have de- 
clined to $1.60 to $1.65. Long buchu is held firmer at an advance 
to $1.45 and $1.55. 

Calendula is in better supply and offerings are being made 
at 45 to 46c. 

Cannabis Indica is scarce and crop reports are unfavorable. 
Prices have been advanced to $1.55 up to $1.65 for choice lots. 

Coca, Truxillo, is easier at 23 to 26c, as to grade. 

Digitalis leaves have been subject to a slight increase through 
scarcity at primary markets and prices now are 8 to Ioc, as 
to quality. 

Insect powder is in less demand and prices have been shaded 
by holders of spot stocks to 14c and up for old stock and up 
to 40c for new crop. 

Jaborandi leaves have been reduced by some holders to 7%c, 
but prime stock is still held at 10 to 12¢c. 

Lavender flowers, select, are scarce, but prices have advanced 
only slightly and nominal figures of 18 to 2o0c are still quoted. 

Rose, red, has been advanced through scarcity of supply and 
choice flowers are being held at 80 to &5c, a considerable in- 
crease 

Saffron, Spanish, has a strong tendency and as no new goods 
will be available this year prices have been marked up to $12.75 
to $13. 

Sage for grinding has declined and offerings are being made 
at 4% to 434, with 6c asked for prime new crop. 

Senna, whole, is being held firmer and prices now asked are 
25¢ as the nominal figure. Prices of other grades are practically 
unchanged. 

Spearmint is in better supply and prices quoted show a re- 
duction of about tc to § and 7c. Bag lots were sold as low as 5c. 

Thyme is in better supply and revised quotations are from 4 
to 4%c, as to quantity. 

Uva ursi leaves are slightly higher, prices having been marked 
up to 3% to 4c. 

Yerba santa has been received in seasonable quantity and 
prices have been reduced to 7 and 7%c. 


Roots 


Aconite root has been marked down and prices range between 
11 and 13¢, as to quality and package. 

Alkanet root is in good demand and the market is firmer at 
614 to 7c, as to quantity. 

Dandelion root has been received in sufficient amount to meet 
seasonable demands and prices now quoted are 10 to 12¢, as 


to amount. 
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Hydrastis root seems in unusually light demand and while 
stocks are small, dealers have made a reduction to $4 to $4.25 
for whole and $4.50 to $4.75 for powdered. Recent arrivals have 
increased the spot stocks materially, cultivated root appearing 
in good quantity. 

Ipecac root of both varieties appears scarce and prices are 
firmer, little being offered below $2.35, while small lots are 
quoted at $2.45 to $2.50 by holders. 

Jalap root is in better supply and prices have declined to 22 
and 23c as to package. 

Licorice root has been advanced through difficulty of ship- 
ping from Asia Minor and prices have been advanced to 11 
and 12c for select. Ordinary is quoted at 3 to 5c and Russian 
at 12 to I4¢. 

Orris root, Florentine and Verona, have been sharply ad- 
vanced in primary markets and prices here have accordingly 
been increased to 1314 to 14%c for bold Florentine and 11% to 
12c for Verona. Smali Florentine has also been increased to 
12% to 13c. Verona fingers are quoted at 50c to $1 as to size. 
Further advances are predicted by foreign holders. 

Sarsaparilla root continues to advance in price and is now 
held at 35 to 40c for Honduras and 16 to 17c for Mexican. Re- 
cent receipts were forty-five cases. 

Serpentaria root is in fair supply and prices have declined to 
35 and 38c, according to quality and quantity. 

Valerian root, Belgian, is easier and offerings are being made 
at 8c, although most holders ask 9c for prime quality. German 
valerian remains unchanged at 16 to 20c, according to quantity 
and holder. 


Seeds 


Anise seed, Russian, is reported as being much below the 
average in quality for new crop and holders are asking 7% to 
7¥%4c for present stocks. Italian and Spanish seed is held firmly 
at 714 to 8%c. 

Caraway seed has been somewhat reduced and prices quoted 
are from 63% to 7c as to quantity, 7c being the local price. 

Cardamom seeds, bleached and decorticated, have declined an 
average of toc and quotations have been revised to $1.35 to $1.50 
for both. 

Celery seed continues to be an object of speculation and is 
now held at higher prices, revised quotations being 25 to 26c. 

Canary seed, South American, is in better supply and prices 
have dropped to 3% to 4c. Other varieties are unchanged. 

Fennel seed, German, has been revised in price and quota- 
tions are between 17 and 19¢, the latter for large seed. Small 
German seed is still quoted at 8 to 9c, with Italian and Rou- 
manian at 8 to 9c. 

Larkspur seed is firmer, owing to increased prices abroad, and 
while some offerings have been made of small lots at $1 the 
general price is $1.10, with reservation as to future deliveries. 

Lobelia seed seems to be scarce and prices have advanced 
to 22 and 24¢. 

Parsley seed has been advanced sharply through depletion of 
stocks and increased import cost and is now priced at 40 to 
45c for ordinary with up to 65c for superior grade. 

Poppy seed has been received in ample quantity and prices 
have been reduced by dealers to 734 to 8c for Dutch and German. 
Turkish poppy seed is practically out of the market. 

Quince seed is in fair demand and ruling prices are 65 to 
7oc, sales of French seed having been made at 65c recently. 

Sabadilla seed has been advanced %c abroad, but local prices 
were unchanged at 18 to 20c. An advance may be expected. 

Sunflower seed is easier and offerings are being made as low 
as 3% to 334c in quantity lots. 

Wormseed, American, was reduced in price and holders now 
quote it at 7 to &c, as to quality. 

Wormseed, Levant, is scarce and stocks are very low. While 
a nominal price of 27 to 28c is quoted there is little available 
at these figures. Foreign reports indicate higher prices.
